Then I think 
one other thing might be done: The teacher 
might have a confidential talk with the sup- 
erintendent and have him come around to the 
class during the teaching hour and see for 
himself what is going on, and if he be a 
prudent man, have him in a Christian way 
tell the class that in passing around he has 
observed that there is too much talking on 
subjects not connected with the lesson, and 
insist that it be stopped—that in the school, 
the recitation hour must be given to the les- 
son exclusively and that visiting must be 
omitted. I do not know whether the party 
responsible for this trouble in the class is 2 
reader of this paper or not, but if he or she 
is, I wish now and here to make an appeal 
to the guilty one to quit this bad, very bad, 
habit, knowing not only that it is a great 
wrong to the class, and that for that wrong 
he or she will have to answer in the judg- 
ment. If nothing else can be done to put 
an end to this business in the class, let the 
teacher in his or her own gentle way, call 
attention to the evil and insist that it must 
stop.

837—How Can a Thinking Person Believe? 

Question—How can any thinking person believe the 
Bible to be historically correct, after having passed 
through such a variety of ancient dialects, before it 
reaches us in its present translation? The foregoing 
question was asked by one of the victims of present- 
day scientific investigations on the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, believing it to be unanswerable. Please 
give us the best proofs we have on the divine origin 
of language.—E. E. P. 

Defying the divine origin of language is 
just such a piece of folly as some of our mod- 
erns are likely to present. Think of Mr. Edi- 
son designing the phonograph and building 
it, and then leaving it a thing of beauty, but 
without power of expression. Such a course 
would have left the machine a dead failure, 
since its power to give forth expression of 
the ideas given it, constitutes its chief value. 
If God had made man and then left him 
without language, without power to com- 
municate with his fellows, the glory of hu- 
man life would have been cut short. God 
made man and then devised a method of hu-

man language as a means of fitting him for 
highest usefulness and happiness in this 
earthly life. No thinking man could be such 
a simpleton as to dispute the fact that He 
who gave man his being, also gave him a 
means of communicating with his fellows as 
the climax of the spiritual and social order. 


Our friends of scientific investigation 
fame will do well to make not too much ado 
over the fact that the Scriptures have pass- 
ed through such a variety of ancient dia- 
lects, before reaching its present translation. 
The Aramaic and the Chaldean gave us the 
basis upon which the Hebrew was built, in 
which the Old Testament was chiefly writ- 
ten. The New Testament was written in 
Greek. These were translated into the Lat- 
in Vulgate, and it in turn was translated 
into our English. That does not seem to in- 
dicate a variety of dialects at all. Prac- 
tically speaking our English Scriptures 
have come to us through three languages. 
Of course, they have been translated into 
many other languages, but our English Bi- 
ble has come to us principally through three 
languages—Hebrew, Greek, and Latin. ‘The 
plea that our English Scriptures do not 
come to us from the original at all, but from 
copies made by man and by man corrupted 
in one way or another, till we have no as- 
surance that we have a translation true to 
the original. That is an assumption with- 
out a reason. The men who gave us our 
translations of Scriptures from the Hebrew, 
Greek, and Latin, were men of high stand- 
ing and ripe scholarship. They had no 
cause to corrupt the text and we have no 
proof that our best translations were so cor- 
rupted. The certainty of a pure and cor- 
rect translation of the Scriptures is as well 
assured as any historical fact can be. All 
this plea of a false translation of the Scrip- 
tures is really nothing but an expression of 
the unbelieving heart of those who are the 
enemies to the cause of Christ—the unre- 
generate nature is enmity against God. It 
is not and cannot be subject to the truth. 
Besides it is not reasonable to believe that 
God, who made man and then gave him lan- 
guage, and then inspired him to give to 
his fellows, through that language, a revel- 
ation of the will of God for the good of the 
human family, it is not reasonable, I say, 
that God should do all of this and then allow 
his enemies to corrupt the text and so make 
it an unsafe guide for His people in the very 
matter (spiritual welfare and everlasting 
happiness) for which He gave language to 
man and for which He also gave him the 
Word. 


Surely the God of the universe had some 
means of protecting His truth from the 
ruthless destruction of His enemies. Hav- 
ing such power, He could not fail to use it to 
safeguard His own Word. We find He has 
done this very thing in a most remarkable 
way, a way which safeguards the truth 
against its destruction by His enemies. To 
say He could do it, but did not, is to assert 
an unthinkable thing. The divine way of 
safeguarding the Word of God seems to 
make its present reading in English, to all 
practical intents and purposes, absolutely 
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safe from error in its thought. This has 
been accomplished by four successive forms 
through which God has sent His Word to us 
as follows: 

1. The Word of God was from all eter- 
nity a fully developed fact in the mind of 
God. : As such, in that form it must have 
been true—without error. 


2. As it existed in His own mind, God 
gave it to the mind of man—He inspired 
holy men of old who wrote it out in their 
language as it was givén to them. 


3. Under the operation of the Holy Spir- 
it and by a mysterious method, the truth 
of the Word was passed from the mind of 
the prophets into types and symbols of a 
written language and into certain forms and 
ceremonies, giving expression to the plan of 
salvation. 

4. After going through these three pro- 
cesses, it was translated into human lan- 
guage, and then as it was translated from 
one language into another, the translators 
checking it off according to the original, 
which the first translators evidently pos- 
sessed, so making it practically safe from 
error. Of the four processes, named above, 
three of them are divine, absolutely in the 
keeping of the Father. The fourth pro- 
cess, we admit, is human and so liable to er- 
ror, save as kept from it by the hand of 
God. Now the point of guarantee is in the 
fact that three of the processes through 
which the Word came to man are divine— 
these could not err. Now shall we say in 
the face of the fact that the first three were 
divine, that one human condition has over- 
ruled all of the divine, so leaving us with no 
assurance of its correctness? It seems un- 
believable. If the God of Heaven was so 
careful to keep His word pure as it existed 
in His own mind and as He passed it to the 
mind of man and as it passed from the in- 
spired writers into types and symbols and 
ceremonies, into articulate language, does it 
not seem reasonable to believe that God 
would have kept it pure and true to the 
truth in the hands of the translators. If 
He did not, then all His great purposes in 
giving ‘His Word to man would not only 
have failed, but the failure would have 
turned His truth into error and made it an 
instrument of darkness rather than of light, 
accomplishing just what God meant should 
not be accomplished. Who but an unbeliev- 
ing soul, under the power of the darkness of 
this world, could possibly accept stich an 
absurdity? If God brought His Word to 
the prophets and apostles pure—safe from 
error—why should He not give man the wis- 
dom to keep it pure in the translations 
which must of necessity be made in order to 
give it to the peoples of different languages? 
To say that God would permit His Word to 
be destroyed in the hands of man is an ab- 
surdity of which we can hardly believe any 
thinking man would be guilty. Language 
originated with God and was by Him chosen 
as the medium through which His word 
should reach the human family. Would He 
permit His own work to be destroyed, and 
that in the interest of His enemy—Satan? - 
Impossible!

THE TAP-ROOT OF THE TROUBLE 


United States is alarming. The 

foundations of the nations are being 
strained, for the home is the stronghold 
of the nation. A chain, we are told, 
can be no stronger than its weakest 
link. The home is the strongest link 
in the nation, the Christian home, and 
if that be weak or broken, then the nation is 
wounded in a most vulnerable place. To 
heal that sore is of the first importance, but 
instead of healing it, we seem to be ripping 
it wide open by leaving the divorce evil to 
go free of restraint, and the result is, the 
divorce evil is growing and fastening its 
tentacles about the very life of the nation. 
When the home is destroyed it is but a prep- 
aration for the destruction of the State.

It might be interesting to enquire why 
the divorce evil is growing so rapidly and 
so alarmingly. Why is it that the home life 
of the land is being sacrificed to feed the 
divorce courts? Why cannot a great nation 
stop such an evil? Why cannot the men 
and women of our country arise in the 
strength of Christian character and say: 
“Thus far, but no further!” There is a tap- 
root to this evil and most likely we have not 
been forced to the point of seeing just what 
the tap-root is, nor have we been forced to 
the daring step of stopping its deadly work 
in this nation. It is, or should be, 
a matter of extraordinary importance 
to every lover of truth. and right 
that we awake and do our best to stop 
this deadly Upas tree from growing. It 
may be startling to some of our readers, but, 
according to statistics, supposed to be true, 
the United States has more divorces in a 
year than ail the other civilized nations of 
the world put together. Is that no cause 
for alarm? 

But we have not found the tap-rot of this 
evil yet. What can it be? We believe it is 
due largely to the fact that many people 
have foolishly lost their faith in God, and a 
loss of faith in God is practically always 
followed by a loss of faith on the part of 
man in his fellows. We sow the wind and 
reap the whirlwind. We lose faith in God, 
religiously, and then we lose faith in our fel- 
lows, and losing faith in our fellows is a 
divorce irritant. It might be interesting 
and helpful to inquire the cause for losing 
faith in God, as preliminary to the divorce 
court. Certainly there must be some cause, 
or the thing would not come to pass at all. 
The effect follows the cause. If we rightly 
apprehend the situation, the loss of faith in 
God, on the part of the people, is to be 
traced directly to the non-religious influ- 
ences which have been thrown about them. 
They have been infatuated with the thought 
of pleasure rather than with the thought of 
God, and the further they have gone in that 
direction, the further they have gotten away 
from God, and the more surely they have 
gotten away from God, the more certainly 
have they gotten away from one another. 

Judge Rooney of the Court of the Do- 
mestic Relations of Chicago has had much 


to do with the divorce evil in his court, so 
that he has made a study of it, and he has 
reached a conclusion which is more or less 
illuminating on this question. He says that 
three out of every four divorces are due, as 
he thinks, to the fact that either the hus- 
band or the wife, or both, have lost the habit 
of going to church. We have no means of 
verifying this statement, but it is unques- 
tionably true that people who are seeking a 
divorce do not go to church much, and there 
Judge Rooney thinks their troubles begin. 
Faithfulness to God is the best possible 
guarantee of faithfulness to one another. If 
a husband wishes his wife to be faithful to 
him, let him dare to be just as faithful to 
God as he wishes his wife to be to him. If 
a wife wishes her husband to be faithful to 
her, let her dare to be as faithful to God as 
she wishes her husband to be to her. Thus 
when both are faithful to God, they will be 
faithful to one another, and there will be 
no divorce for them. If you wish husband 
or wife to be faithful, then prove it by 
yourself being true to God, and there will 
be no divorce suit in court from your home. 
Try it! It is richly worth a trial, and it is 
simple and easy, easy if you begin with, and 
stick to, your faithfulness to God. 


A MISERABLY FALSE CLAIM 


The world is-a great complexity. The 
teachings of one part of the people of earth 
are in direct opposition to the teachings of 
the people in some other part of the world. 
In the realms of the highest and best inter- 
ests of the human family we need an infal- 
lible standard to be used in settling these 
complex and opposing questions. It seems 
a little remarkable that just such a stand- 
ard has been given to us—a proof that we 
have the sympathetic help of our Father in 
heaven. Concerning the things which per- 
tain to the high moral and spiritual inter- 
ests of the human family in any part of the 
earth, we may appeal to this wonderful 
standard for a just decision of the matters 
involved, with the assurance that we shall 
get what is right. Of course, no human 
standard could be thus available for all 
parts of the world, since the men of the 
East could not know and understand the 
needs and conditions of the people of 
the West, or those of the South the needs of 
the North. It is therefore plain that a 
standard for the moral and spiritual wel- 
fare of the world must come from One who 
understands the needs of the people the 
world over. God has given us His revealed 
will as that standard. 


An illustration of the opposing views of 
men and women from different parts of the 
world comes to us from the opposing claims 
of the various so-called world religions. In 
one part of the world we hear people asking: 
“Are the heathen lost without the gospel?” 
In another section of the earth, we hear 
them asking: “Do they need our religion?” 
Others are crying out against any effort to 
win men and women in heathen lands to 





Christianity on the ground that their relig- 
ion is just as good for them as is Christian- 
ity for us, and so they think we should not 
disturb the faiths of the various religions 
of heathendom by seeking to induce them to 
abandon their own and take our own. It 
seems that such a claim in itself is proof 
that the true nature of the religion of Jesus 
Christ is unknown to those who make the 
claim. There are professed Christian min- 
isters who have claimed to believe that Ma- 
homet, the prophet of the Mohammedans, 
can save the people of India just as well as 
Jesus Christ can save the people of this 
country. If that were true, then the whole 
conception of salvation, as Christianity pre- 
sents it, would be false, for the prophet 
Mahomet had no power to save from the 
love and guilt of sin. It takes more than 
an ordinary mortal to make atonement for 
sin, and in all human history only One has 
been found with ability to make atonement 
for the sins of the people. There is none 
other to be found in human history. If this 
be true, as it doubtless is, then all this talk 
of the religion of Buddha being all sufficient 
for the needs of the people of India, has 
nothing in it but error. Hinduism for the 
Hindus, and Mohammedanism for the Mo- 
hammedans, and Confusianism for Confu- 
cianists, is all talk. They cannot save the 
people who are trusting in them—they have 
no power, not even the purity of heart and 
life which are essential in one who would 
become a Savior from the power, guilt, and 
penalty of sin. 

If sin is the dreadful thing which it is 
said to be, then no mere human being has 
the needed power to become a savior, and 
the poor, benighted men and women of In- 
dia, Africa, China, and other heathen coun- 
tries must be deceived and go to judgment 
unprepared to stand in the presence of the 
Judge of all the earth. Men everywhere are 
sinful and from this sinful nature they need 
to be saved, saved by the mighty power of 
God in Christ. None of the heathen proph- 
ets can deliver the people from sin and 
bring them to a pure life in God. They 
have not done so in the past, and that is a 
fair guarantee that they will not do so in 
the future, and they will not, because they 
cannot. This being true, it lays on us a 
great responsibility to rest not till the be- 
nighted peoples of heathen lands have heard 
of Him who is mighty to save—till they 
have had an opportunity to escape from the 
terrors of hell through the saving power 
of the only One who is mighty to save. The 
only way this can be done is to save by the 
power of God through Jesus Christ, the di- 
vine Son of God. Every part of the world 
has its selfish needs, but the whole world 
needs Christ as a Savior-from sin.

IT IS NOT SO WITH ALL 


Because Billy Sunday gets big pay fo: 
his evangelistic services, some people are 
ready to say that they all get big pay, and 
a good many are ready to say that they arc 
all after the money. We are glad to believe 
that it is not so—many true men and wom- 
en work on for God’s cause. If they a- 
paid, it is all right, and if they are not paid, 
well, it is not all right, but the evangelis 
goes right on to his next appointment and 
says not a word of the fact that he was 
paid nothing, or if anything, the sum was so 
small that it seemed nothing as compared 
with his expenses. We have known in- 
stances where men have traveled hundreds of 
miles and spent as much as ten days away 
from home, and yet get less than ten dollars 
for the work of the trip, or near that, and 
yet no complaint was made, and the man 
who did the preaching went along as though 
the pay had been sufficient for his needs. 
Many a time ministers travel hundreds of 
miles to serve their fellows by preaching the 
gospel and get not enough to pay traveling 
expenses. We call to mind more than one 
instance in which the minister traveled from 
300 to 600 miles, and got not a cent. He 
could not make complaint of such neglect, 
for if he had, the cry would most likely have 
been raised at once, “Oh, yes, he is just af- 
ter the money.” But will some one tell us 
how the preacher is to keep his good name 
by paying his debts under such circum- 
stances? 

Rev. B. Caradine, D. D., now editor of 
The Way of Fasth, tells of some of his ex- 
periences when he was traveling over the 
country as an evangelist—as to being neg- 
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lected and allowed to go without any re- 
muneration for his services. He says: 


Speaking of pay, I once held a meeting in 
a western town where I not only received 
nothing through the incompetency of the 
pastor as a leader and general. And as he 
had selected a most undesirable and impossi- 
ble place for the meeting, I became person- 
ally responsible for the rent of the opera 
house and paid for it at the close of the 
meeting through some royalty that came to 
me from my books. 

At the next place I was paid seven dollars 
or a ten days’ meeting, the pastor saying 
with evident mortification, after the last au- 
dience had been dismissed, that he had been 
so interested in the meeting that he had for- 
gotten to take up a collection. I said noth- 
ing’, but did some painful! thinking, knowing 
that landlords and merchants in St. Louis 
did not forget.

How this last piece of financial neglect 
got out I do not know except that I wrote 
horne saying that I had received nothing to 
remit that week and only had sufficient 
funds from payment of articles to get to my 
next appointment. 

Somehow my mishap reached the ears of 
Rev. Duke M. Farson, then living in Chi- 
cago, a man who is the soul of liberality. 

One morning while sitting at the break- 
fast table at a hotel in Denver the waiter 
brought in my morning mail and laid my 
letters by the side of my plate as I sat try- 
ing to eat while thinking of the unpaid 
bills in St. Louis. I read one after another. 
Several were “calls” to hold meetings, sev- 
eral were criticisms, a couple were abusive 
documents, and then I came to a letter from 
Chicago. Opening it I found it was from 
3rother Farson and that it contained a 
check for $300.00. The short, kindly, broth- 
erly letter accompanying the draft con- 
tained these words, “I have heard how you 
were treated at your last two appointments. 
I enclose you $300.00. God forbid that I 
should have plenty in my possession when 
one of His servants is in need.” 

He certainly will never regret those words 
at the judgment where Christ will say, “In- 
asmuch as you did it unto one of the least 
of these my servants you did it unto me.” 


I could scarcely see for a while on account 
of the blinding tears, and my heart fairly 
melted with gratitude to God:and glowed 
with love and thankfulness to His servant 
who had so_ generously - remembered a 
preacher who had toiled hard for Christ and 
souls for nearly a month and had received 
nothing. 


THE ACTIVITY OF CHRISTIAN 
WOMEN 


Every Christian ought to be active in 
the Lord’s work, but many are not active, 
certainly not in any high degree. Men have 
the best opportunity for active service, but 
they are not as a rule the more active. 
They have the strength for physical endur- 
ance, their business throws them among 
men more largely, where opportunities 
abound, and then they have more largely 
the control of the money of the country, and 
yet with all of these items in their favor, 
the men of the country are doing a great 
and a blessed work for the advancement of 
the Kingdom ef Christ among men.

‘IF.’” As nothing else, it seems will satisfy 
these men but to undertake to upset the 
work and plans of the Creator, about all we 
can do is to let them have the full length 
of their rope—you know what happens to 
a certain animal when you give it enough 
rope. Well, that is enough—just give them 
rope enough and these men will do “the 
touching of the button.”

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CHRIST'S PRAYER FOR HIS ENEMIES

Stretched upon the cross, suspended be- 

tween earth and heaven, His blood poured 
out a ransom for the race, Christ made this 
supreme prayer, “Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do.” 
' The depth of meaning, the sublime com- 
passion, the divine love and great tender- 
ness expressed in this prayer cannot be 
measured by the finite mind. It came from 
a heart rent with grief—grief for the sins 
of others. When our time of suffering, of 
crucifixion comes; when our heart is 
crushed by the injustice of others, we may 
taste something of the bitterness and po- 
tency of the prayer as well as its sublime 
beauty. 

To His divine Father between whom and 
Himself there is perfect unity-oneness, He 
appeals in His hour of supreme trial, not, 
however, for Himself alone, but for His per- 
secutors. No accusation, no word of re- 
venge or vindictiveness springs from His 
heart or is shaped by His life; forgiveness, 
pardon—an upward look—a thought which 
passes into the eternities and presages an 
unchangeable love—is all He utters. He 
sees their sin and terrible guilt—but gives 
no reproaches. He prays for them. How 
pure, unselfish, how free from the least de- 
sire to see God’s wrath poured out hot 
against His bloodthirsty enemies as David 
sometimes prayed. 

In this way He would have us treat our 
enemies. This is sublime forgiveness. Can 
a man be Christlike? Can a man pray for 
his enemies? Yes, but not without the spir- 
it of the Master in the hour of testing and 
trial, surely not in his own strength; only 
as his love is wrought into human hearts 
and awakens similar love there. 

This is a precious lesson and arrests our 
deepest thought. There is no gain, no prog- 
ress, no victory, no achievement except that 
which is won by sacrifice, by giving up. We 
rise to higher things by making “stepping- 
stones of our dead selves.” We may not 
gain a degree of spiritual life to anchor 
by, and hold to it, we must be continually 
sowing and reaping, sacrificing and growing 
up to higher levels for only thus shall we 
follow Christ. 


“For they know not what they do.” Had 
they known that this was the Christ for 
whom all Israel was looking they would not 
have crucified Him. But they were blinded 
with their selfishness and worldliness; they 
had not taken time and thought to investi- 
gate; they had not given Him an unbiased 
hearing; He had not come according to their 
notions and they would not accept Him. 
How human this is! The natural heart wants 
to have things its own way instead of asking 
if it is God’s way. Men are too selfish, jeal- 
ous, indifferent, and preoccupied to listen 
to the voice from above which sometimes 
comes very gently, soft and still; which 
sometimes seeks recognition in frail, help- 
less human form of the weak and young, or 
the feeble and aged. 


The lack of wisdom, lack of knowledge 
which led them to perpetrate this tragedy 
appealed to the pitying Savior and He 
pleads for their forgiveness. Can we do 





this for our enemies? 
Christlike. 

In His supreme sacrifice for the human 
race there is nothing but gentleness, love, 
and forgiveness such as transcends all hu- 
man experience and stands as man’s model 
and test of Christlikeness: the spirit of man 
only when actuated by the spirit of God 
can reach such surpassing heights and help 
man to become Christlike; there can be no 
Christlikeness without sacrifice, without suf- 
fering, and self-renunciation. 

When Christ offered this prayer for His 
tormentors He knew that His children 
would also need to offer the same in a world 
where the selfishness and blindness of men 
clash with goodness, and justice, and truth; 
where holy living meets with opposition; 
where the Christian must seek by prayer to 


We must if we are 
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bring light and truth to those who through 
error and lack of truth persecute them. The 
prayer form is perfect and beautiful. Man 
could not so eloquently frame a prayer for 
his enemies. We can best pour out our feel- 
ings in the words of the Son of man and fill 
them with our deepest passion for a redeem- 
ed world. Suffer we must and prayer is our 
only refuge. 

Christ deplored the lack of that know!- 
edge that would have prevented the fearful 
tragedy, but men repeat the same conduc 
through the ages when they persecute th 
guiltless. Suffering, sacrifice come to in- 
dividuals often because others fail to ac- 
quire that knowledge essential to a clear 
understanding; because they love self bet- 
ter than justice, better than their neighbors; 
better than spiritual life and power and 
righteousness, and Christ’s prayer will be 
needed by man so long as men are what 
they are.

THE CHARM OF THE OLD BOOK

There are men and women who do not 
find the writings of the great poets of in- 
terest. To many persons the most sublime 
music makes no appeal; they do not care to 
visit the art museum and they find more to 
give them pleasure in the picture-magazines 
than in the masterpieces of the world’s 
great painters. 

These men and women have not taken the 
time to study poetry, music, and art so as 
to be in a position to enjoy what persons of 
culture find of the deepest interest. 

It is the same way with the Bible. To 
multitudes this is the most wonderful book 
in the world. To not read it enough to 
become interested in it. James Elmer Rus- 
sell well says to “give the Bible a chance,” 
for it will not “make the noble appeal which 
it has the power to make if it is left unread 
and unmeditated upon.” 


Rev. Dr. Jefferson, of Broadway Taber- 
nacle, New York, shows how a business man 
had his whole life changed through Bible 
study. This man had not found the sacred 
Book of interest until he became ill and was 
confined to his home for several weeks. Dur- 
ing his convalescence he began reading the 
Bible. “He found it surpassingly interest- 
ing,” says Dr. Jefferson. “The more he 
read, the more he desired to read. That 
was the beginning of a new epoch in his 
life.. It revolutionized his choice of books. 
He began buying books which would help 
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him in the understanding of the Scriptures. 
Should you go to his library you would feel 
you were in the library of a minister, so 
many are the shelves filled with Bible sub- 
jects. It revolutionized his views of Chris- 
tian work. He became freshly interested in 
Christian education and in home and for- 
eign missions. For years he has been one 
of the most generous of modern givers. It 
revolutionized his interest in life. It 
brought him new faith, hope, calmness, 
peace. In a deeper and more blessed sense 
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his life is now hid with Christ in God. The 
process of transfiguration began with the 
reading of the Bible.” 

Some one has said that “all the glory of 
a day in June will not touch the soul of a 
man who spends the day in the house with 
the window-shades drawn.” So the Bible 
has no charm where it is a sealed book; it 
brings none of its blessings to soul and in- 
tellect of those who do not give it a chance 
to show its power in the development of all 
that counts for most in life. 


BIBLICAL WORDS FOR SIN

Twenty-two words in the Bible for sin. 


Eleven in Hebrew and eleven correspond- 


ing words in New Testament Greek. Attention to the different shades of meaning 
and the great care with which they are used by the Biblical writers would prevent much 
confusion of thought and despoil a whole menagerie of theological vagaries. _Access to 
a concordance like Young’s, and a good commentary would keep the English reader 


from many a pitfall. 


Of these eleven words, Jesus confines Himself principally to two—five occasionally. 
Of the two, He uses one—poneros—is the principle of sin, the other—hamartia—the 


practice. 


Throughout the Old and New Testament the one word, ra(poneros), is used 
whenever the active principle of sin is referred to and the other ten words for its 


manifestations. 


It may prove suggestive to indicate the central idea in each word. 


All may be 


grouped around the central idea in sin=Fazlure. 


Poneros—Failure in principle. 


Parakoa=—Failure to hear a voice. 
Parabasis—F ailure to keep in line. 
Asebia—Failure to cooperate. 


Anomia=Failure to observe law. 
Opheilema=Failure to pay a debt. 
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Hamartia=Failure in purpose (aim). 


Plemeleia=Failure to be in harmony. 

Hettema=Failure to render what is due. 
Agnoema=Failure to know what I ought to have known. 
Paraptoua=Failure to stand when I ought to have stood.

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JUDAH AND ISRAEL 


By Rev. H. Hull, St. Joseph, Mo. 


(Number Four) 

When Boaz took Ruth the Moabite tor a 
wife, the people who were assembled prayed 
for her, saying: “The Lord make thee hke 
Rachel and Leah, which two did build the 
house of Israel.” The fact that these two 
women, as the wives of Jacob, were the 
builders of the two houses of lsrael would 
necessarily divide the household of Jacob in- 
to two families. Hence the question arises; 
“Considerest thou not the two families which 
the Lord has chosen?’’—Jeremiah 33: 24. 
Since the covenant promise of the birth- 
right was given to one of the two families, 
and the scepter to the other, it would be 
natural for these two families to keep some- 
what apart, so as to keep their family dis- 
tinctions intact. 

This they did, and yet they dwelt together 
for a number of centuries, apparently with- 
out any faciion whatever. Together as 
one nation, they lived in Goshen, together 
the scepter and birthright are pressed into 
bondage, together with Moses as their lead- 
er, under God, they crossed the Red Sea of 
deliverance, wandered for forty years in the 
wilderness, together they crossed the Jor- 
dan, marched around Jericho, drove out the 
Canaanites, and for a season inhabited that 
promised land. But after the reign of Sol- 
omon there arose a division as has been be- 
fore mentioned between the three tribes of 
Judah’s kingdom and the ten tribes of Is- 
rael, Joseph or Ephraimite people who were 
ever after spoken of as of a separate people. 

Now we will quote a few passages of 
scripture to show that they were recognized 
in scriptural history and prophecy as two 
kingdoms or nations. For instance, “Behold 
the days come, saith the Lord, that I will 
perform that good thing which I have pro- 
mised unto the house of Israel and to the 
house of Judah.”—Jer. 33:14. Also, “And 
I will call the captivity of Judah and the 
captivity of Israel to return and will build 
them as at first.”—Jer. 33:7. 

Again, “For lo the day is come, saith the 
Lord, that I will bring again the captivity 
of my people Israel and Judah, and I will 
cause them to return to the land I gave to 
their fathers and they shall possess it. And 
these were the words that the Lord spake 
concerning Israel and concerning Judah.”— 
Jer. 30:3, 4. Still another, “For the chil- 
dren of Israel and the children of Judah 
hath only done evil before me from their 
youth.” (Jer. 32:30) In Jer. 13:11, we 
have indisputable proof of the two houses, 
since the broadést terms possible are used. 
Here it is: “For as a girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to cleave to 
me the whole house of Israel and the whole 
house of Judah saith the Lord, that they 
might be unto me a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for glory; but they 
would not hear.” This statement gives us 
to understand that “the whole house of Ju- 
dah” does not constitute all of the Lord’s 
people, and that “the whole house of Israel” 
are not all of the Lord’s people; but that it 
takes “the whole house of Israel” and “the 
whole house of Judah” to -make all His 
chosen people. It also proves that there is 
a people called “the whole house of Israel” 


ot which “the whole house of Judah”’ is re- 
garded as neither part nor parcel. True 
they are brethren because they are all the 
seed of Jacob. 

Moses, before dying while reiterating 
and enlarging on the prophecies which Ja- 
cob had given at his death, made a prophecy 
concerning the preeminence of Ephraim in 
Joseph-Israel, as follows: 

“Let the blessing come upon the head of 
Joseph, and upon the top of the head of 
him that was separated from his brethren. 
His glory is like the firstlings of his bullock 
and his horns are like the horns of a uni- 
corn: with them he shall push the people 
together to the end of the earth: and they 
are the ten thousand of Ephraim and the 
thousand of Manasseh.” (Deut. 33: 17) 

With the name of Ephraim standing at 
the head of one of the nations of Judah, 
and the name of Jacob at the head of the 
other, we can easily understand such ex- 
pressions as the following: “O Ephraim, 
what shall I do unto thee? O Judah, what 
shall I do unto thee? for your goodness is 
as the morning cloud and as the early dew 
that goeth away.” (Hosea 6:4) Is it any 
wonder that there is so much scepticism 
and unbelief, both in the church and out of 
it, since the common error of Christendom is 
to regard the Jews as the whole house of 
Israel and call themselves Gentiles and 
don’t know which heathen nation they be- 
long to? No wonder Thomas Paine lost his 
soul while following the dogmas of mistaken 
theologians, for he gave the Bible up as a 
myth and boldly states in his writings that 
he was led into infidelity because he saw the 
Jews did not and never could verify the 
promises concerning Israel, for it is true 
that God had declared through Micah, of 
Israel, who was divorced and cast off, that 
he would (at a proper time) make her a 
strong nation. (Jer. 50:62) And the New 
Testament, Matthew 10:6 and 15: 24, de- 
clare Israel to be lost while both Jeremiah 
and Ezekiel affirm that Judah is well known. 
Hosea declares Israel to be “As the sands 
for a multitude,” while Jeremiah says that 
“Judah is few in number and a remnant.” 
Isaiah, David, Micah, Jeremiah, and others 
declare that Israel is the strongest war pow- 
er on earth, never to be conquered by a Gen- 
tile power: and yet Jeremiah also declares 
that Judah is without might. Moses also 
declares that there shall come a time in the 
history of Israel (the ten tribes) when they 
also shall “be few in number” and yet it is 
prophesied concerning them that they shall 
obtain possession of great possessions, in- 
heriting and establishing (peopling) the de- 
solate places of the earth, rule many heath- 
en nations, have a great revenue, become 
the “mart of nations,” hold the keys of com- 
merce, be exalted about their neighbors, and 
become the chief of nations. 

But on the other hand Judah is to be with- 
out geographical inheritance, strangers in 
all countries, howl for vexation of spirit, 
leave their name for a curse, be ashamed 
and cry for sorrow of heart, until the great 
day of Israel. 

We wish to notice right here ‘that accord- 
ing to the Scriptures there were only three 
men who were sanctified before they were 
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born. The first was Jeremiah, who was to 
rise up and destroy the kingdom and to. 
plant and build it, the other was John the 
Baptist, and the last was Christ the son of 
David, that prince of whom the angel de- 
clared unto Mary at the time of annuncia- 
tion; “The Lord shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David.” As for Jere- 
miah we have before made mention of his 
calling. We come now briefly to notice facts. 
concerning this matter as we have before 
mentioned that Jeremiah and the king’s 
daughters, accompanied by his faithful 
scribe Baruch, who was uncle to the king’s. 
daughters, whom history mentions as three 
in number, chose to remain in Judah with 
the people that Nebuchadnezzar left there 
to take care of the vineyards, but the gov- 
ernor who was appointed over them decided 
to leave with his people and go into Egypt 
for protection contrary to Jeremiah’s ad- 
vice, advice is given by God, and they were 
all destroyed for their disobedience accord- 
ing to God’s Word. But Jeremiah and his 
company of five or six, at most, whom God 
had promised that their lives should be to 
them a prayer (reward) in the land whither 
they should go. For God had said to Jere- 
miah for “verily it shall be well with thy 
remnant; verily I will cause the enemy to 
intreat thee well in the time of evil and in 
the time of affliction. And I will make thee 
to pass with thine enemies into a land which 
thou knowest not.” (Jer. 15: 11, 14) 

Note the expression, “Thy remnant is 
Jeremiah’s, for it is he who must build and 
plant the kingdom. Understand also that 
Jeremiah and his little remnant were well 
acquainted with Egypt, and since it was 
well known to them, it could not have been: 
their final destination. Hence this escaping 
royal remnant must journey back to Judah 
and then into an unknown land, why? “For 
out of Jerusalem shall go forth a remnant, 
and they shall escape out of Mount Zion 
(on which was the royal dwelling). The 
seal of the Lord of Hosts will do this. And 
the remnant that is éscaped of the house of 
Judah (royal line) shall again take root 
downward and bear fruit upward.” (Isaiah 
37: 31,32) Remember this shall again take 
root downward, “be placed,” “and bear 
fruit upward,” where did he build? God 
should tell us in His Word and He does. 
At the time of the first birth in the family 
of Judah there was a hand appeared and 
the mid-wife was moved either by human or 
divine instructions to know that there were 
twins in the womb. . So in order that she 
might know and be able to tell which was 
born first, she fastened a scarlet thread on 
the outstretched hand. So that at the prop- 
er time the first born should ascend the 
throne. After the scarlet thread had been 
made secure on the little hand, it was drawn 
back and the brother was born first, as in 
the birth of Jacob and Esau. Upon seeing 
this the mid-wife exclaimed, “How hast thou 
broken forth?” Then, seemingly she was 
filled with the spirit of prophecy and said: 
“This breach be upon thee,” and because of 
this prophetic utterance he was given the 
name of Phares, that is, a breach. After- 
wards his brother, who had the scarlet 
thread upon his hand, was born, and his 
name was called Zerah, that is, the seed. 


The very fact that Phares was born first 
would exalt him, and it eventually did exalt 
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his heirs, to the throne of Israel, for King 
David was the son of Judah through the 
line of Phares. But where did the breach 
occur? It occurred when God commissioned 
Jeremiah to pull down and pluck up the ex- 
alted Phares lines and afterwards to build 
and plant the new scepter throne and king- 
dom. While about the sanie time the Lord 
moved Ezekiel to predict a removal of the 
crown from the head of one who is high, a 
proceeding which not only evolved the trans- 
fer of the royal diadem to another head, but 
also an overturning: and when both the 
transfer and the overturning was accom- 
plished, then the one who is low will be ex- 
alted and the one who is high will be 
brought low. 

The immediate posterity of Zerah are 
Zimri, and Ethan, and Heman, and Chalcol, 
and Dara: five of them in all. (1 Chron. 
2: 6) 

Thus the direct posterity of Zerah was 
five, while that of Phares was only two for 
the reason that Christ came out of Judah, 
through the Phares line. The unbroken 
genealogy is given in sacred records, but 
the genealogy of the Zerah family is not 
fully given. One thing is clear concerning 
the sons of Zerah, that they were noted for 
their intelligence and wisdom, for it was 
only the God-given wisdom of Solomon 
which surpassed theirs. It is said that 
“Solomon’s wisdom excelled the wisdom of 
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all the children of the East, for he was 
wiser than all men; than Ethan the Ezra- 
hite and Heman and Chalcol and Dara 
the sons of Mahol.” Now in connection with 
the fact that the high and ruling prince of 
Judah is uncrowned and dethroned, and the 
low has been crowned and placed on the 
throne, we find that the royal prince and a 
royal princess of the ten tribes of the king- 
dom of Israel are altogether in the same 
country. Also that this royal pair are uni- 
ted and placed on the throne, and are ruling 
over the kingdom of Israel. 

The facts are recorded in the 17th chapter 
of Ezekiel. We have not time nor space to 
give a full explanation of this riddle at the 
present time, but Ezekiel says concerning 
that which was planted that “it shall bring 
forth bows, and bear fruit, and be a goodly 
cedar: and under it shall dwell the fowls 
of every wing; in the shadow of the branch- 
es shall they dwell.” This we understand 
refers to the mixed population that Israel 
must have gathered while being sifted 
through other countries. 

The prophet further declares, “And all 
the trees of the field (that is, people of the 
kingdom of Israel) shall know that the 
Lord has brought down the high tree and 
exalted the low tree, has dried up the green 
tree, and made the dry tree to flourish, I 
the Lord hath spoken and done it.” (Ezekiel 
17: 29)

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CHRIST AND THE PENITENT THIEF

No one can read the New Testament 
without learning that the most central and 
most conspicuous fact recorded in it is the 
death of Jesus Christ. Over one-fourth of 
the pages of the Four Gospels are devoted 
to this tragic story. Or, take the letters 
which make up the last half of the New 
Testament; every letter is saturated in the 
pathos of His death. 


And Jesus is supremely Jesus on the 
cross. Three of the seven historic words He 
spake while enduring that unutterable ag- 
ony were preeminently characteristic of 
Him who came not to be ministered unto 
but to minister, and to give Himself a ran- 
som for many. In one of these gracious out- 
goings of His great heart He forgave His 
murderers; in another He made provision 
for the maintenance and comfort of His 
mother; in the third, which is just now the 
special subject of our meditation, He for- 
gave the penitent thief and promised him a 
heavenly reward. 

Jesus was numbered with the transgress- 
ors. He submitted to baptism in order that 
He might identify Himself with all who 
needed baptism. He was in all points 
tempted and tried like as we are, yet with- 
out sin. And on the cross He was between 
two malefactors. “It behooved Him in all 
things to be made like unto His brethren, 
that He might become a merciful and faith- 
ful High Priest in things pertaining to God, 
to make propitiation for the sins of the peo- 
ple.” (Heb. 2: 17) 

At first both the thieves railed on Him, 
treated Him with bitter contempt, as did the 
rabble who witnessed the crucifixion. But 
it is an illustration of the quiet yet power- 
fully transforming influence of incarnate 
holiness that one of these thieves’ attitude 
to Jesus was entirely changed while hang- 
ing upon his cross alongside of Jesus. Un- 
doubtedly he had been struck all at once 
with the stupendous contrast between his 
own crimes and the spotless character of 
His divine fellow-sufferer. Then, the meek- 
ness with which Jesus permitted Himself to 
be led to punishment and His prayer for 
His executioners, had taken hold of his con- 
science and his heart. The title “Father,” 
which Jesus gave to God at the very moment 
when God was allowing such cruel blows to 
fall upon Him, had revealed to the thief by 
His side a Being who was living in most in- 
timate relations with Jehovah, and led him 
to feel His divine greatness. His faith in 
the title, King of the Jews, inscribed upon 
the cross, was only the consequence of such 
impressions. The total effect of Jesus’ atti- 
tude was to produce faith, in this malefac- 
tor, in the boundless mercy of Jesus and in 
His divine power and willingness to save 
‘even so black a sinner as himself. Hence 
the prayer recorded by St. Luke. (23: 42) 

“Jesus, remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom.” 

Surely there was boldness. We are bid- 
den to come with boldness to the throne 
of grace. Surely there was faith, possibly 
no greater than a grain of mustard seed. 
Surely there was conviction of deep need. 
And when these three are joined in a prayer

of penitence God listens. “Though your 
sins be as scarlet they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool.” (Isa. 1: 18) 

What else could Jesus be but true to His 
divine mission, which was to forgive sins? 
He had already pronounced the penitent and 
praying publican justified when, beating his 
breast in shame and contrition and, in his 
humility, standing afar off and not even 
lifting his eyes to heaven, he said: 

“O God, be merciful to me a sinner!” 
(Luke 18: 18) 

That same Jesus had said: “Whosoever 
cometh unto me I will in no wise cast out.” 
(John 6:37) Even on the cross Jesus was 
kingly. Even on the cross He could dispense 
heaven’s richest gifts. Even on the cross 
and to this penitent criminal He was all- 
gracious and said unto him: 

“Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise.” 

The Apostles’ Creed teaches us that at 
His death Jesus descended into Hades. We 
understand by this the Paradise divi- 
Jesus entered Paradise just 
as all other good men who had died before 
Him. His dead body having been re-quick- 
ened and glorified by His divine power, re- 
calling His departed soul to it, even before 
He reappeared on earth, He went to Para- 
dise, not as a subject of death, but as the 
conqueror of death, heralding His victory to 
the spirits therein detained. (1 Pet. 3: 18, 
19) and actually bringing out with Him all 
faithful souls, even resurrecting many of 
them. (Matt. 27: 52,53) It is with special 
reference to this that He announced Himself 
to John the Revelator as having the keys 
of death and of Hades. Paradise now is no 
longer in Hades, but above in the heavens, 
where its inmates enjoy a far more blessed 
portion than was ever enjoyed in Hades. 
Christ led captivity captive when He made 
His triumphant descent into Hades, of 
which the creed speaks, and no true believer 
now ever goes to Hades. Paul in triumph- 
ant exaltation over the happy portion of be- 
lievers now, exclaims: “O death, where is 
thy sting? O Hades, where is thy victory?” 
Christ abolished Hades for all believers. 
Hades now is, therefore, the receptacle of 
only such departed spirits as have no share 
in Christ’s redemption. (‘Lectures on the 
Apocalypse,” by Dr. Seiss, III, p. 275. 

What an honor was that given to the peni- 
tent thief! To accompany the Divine Con- 
queror of death in announcing His victory 
over death to all the faithful dead of past 
generations and thence to be conducted to 
glory! For since Christ’s resurrection “The 
souls of believers are at their death made 
perfect in holiness, and do immediately pass 
into glory; and their bodies being still uni- 
ted to Christ, do rest in their graves till the 
resurrection.” (Westminster Shorter Cate- 
chism, 2: 37) 

The penitent criminal came to Jesus in 
the hour and article of death and through 
sincere repentance and faith was accepted 
and exalted by the Savior to glory. Like 
the laborers in the vineyard who began to 
work late in the afternoon of the working 


day he received the same reward, so far as 
his entrance into heaven was concerned as 
those who begin their Christian life and 
service in early youth. The penitent thief 
was saved “so as by fire.” His life work 
was the wood, hay, and stubble of unbelief 
and transgression and that will be consumea 
in the fire of God’s judgment which will 
try every man’s work, but he himself was “a 
brand plucked out of the fire.” (Matt. 20; 
Zech. 3: 2) 

O let us praise the sovereign grace, the 
unspeakable love of our Redeemer! He is 
able to save to the uttermost.

The title of this book is not to us inviting. The 
advertising word put forth as if to interest people in 
its contents is not any better, which says: “This 
is a book which carries the creative shock of an 
utterly new idea.”” We have heard of these men who 
wish to shock their hearers or readers by some start- 
ling statement of a new thing. Geo. B. Foster tried 
that when he said: “God did not make man; man 


made God.” There is one good thing about that 
statement, and that is, it is so glaringly false that 
no one is like!y to be misled by it. The book known 
as The Survive! of Jesus is a complicated affair. We 
presume a few of the modern scholars will spend 
two dollars to get it, but we do not believe the book 
will either have a large sale, or be used to do much 
good, 


EVANGELISM, by Rev. O. W. Powers, D. D.; 89 pages, 
bound in cloth; price, 75 cents. Published by The 
Christian Publishing Association, Dayton, Ohio. 
This book treats of a most important subject, 

Evangelism, a word which the late Dr. A. W. Light- 

bourne interpreted to mean the truth on fire. In this 

volume Dr. Powers presents the subject in four chap- 

ters, as follows: 1. The Evangelistic Emphasis. 2. 

The Evangelistic Message. 3. The Evangelistic Spirit. 

4. Evangelistic Methods. The first, third, and fourth 

chapters are fine, well conceived, and well expressed, 

and well suited to the needs of the Church in this 
twentieth century.

This is one of the most interesting and informing 

books along its chosen line which has come into our 
hands in a long while. Mr. Flower is a man of rare 
ability. His life has been largely devoted to literary 
work, He founded the Arena in 1889, which was 
regarded as a great success under his management. 
He also wrote A Century of Sir Thomas Moore, 
which was really a historical survey of the first cen- 
tury of modern times. He also wrote, Civilization’s 
Inferno; or Studies in the Social Cellar. He was also 
editor of The Twentieth Century Magazine, besides 
much other literary work. The book now before us, 
at a mere glance, shows Mr. Flower’s wide reading 
and his ability to apply the lessons of history to our 
own time. We are bestowing no fulsome praise on 
this book when we say its message is needed for the 
people of our times. Apart from religious teachings, 
we know of no theme of any recent book which so 
surely the people need, especially at this time. If it 
could be read and its facts stored up in the minds 
of the people, we believe there would be far fewer 
mistakes made in the conduct of the affairs of this 
government in the future. If you are interested in 
your country and would like to be informed, so as 
to enable you to do your part intelligently as a citi- 
zen, we advise you to get this sok and make a study 
of the facts it presents sé clearly, 


ATONEMENT AND Law, by John M. Armour, D. D.; 
207 pages, bound in cloth; price, in paper cover, 50 
cents, net; or in cloth binding, $1.00, net. Publish- 
ed by The Bible Institute Colportage Association, 
826 North La Saile Street, Chicago, Il. 

We wish this book could be read by every minister, 
and especially every young minister, in the land, of 
all denominations. It is a remarkable discussion of 
one of the vital themes of the gospel. If we could 
have read this book thirty-five or forty years ago, we 
might have had a very different ministry. It is the 
clearest presentation of the main question of the 
Atonement we have found anywhere in reading 
through forty years. The book is not only well writ- 
ten, but it is so closely written that you can hardly 
present its thought without fully quoting its passages. 
We wish every Unitarian in the world could read it, 
as we do that every man and woman who has any 
doubts on the doctrine of the Atonement could read 
it. We wish the men who accept the moral theory 
of the Atonement idea, might also read it. In fact, 
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we wish that every believer in the Scriptural ideal of 
the Atonement could read it—it would throw light 
on the question and make that doctrine shine out 
among the great doctrines of the Bible as a great 
star in a galaxy of great stars. Ask your pastor 
if he has a copy of it. If he has not, then ask 
him if he would read it carefully and prayerfully, 
if you have it sent to him. If he says he will, then 
by all means raise a dollar and ten cents (the ten 
cents is for postage), and send it to The Christian 
Publishing Association, Dayton Ohio, and have the 
book sent to your pastor.

Dr. Sanford, the author of this book, was the lead- 
ing spirit in the formation of the movement known 
as The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, and is now the Honorary Secretary of that 
body. He has been a hard worker in the Master's 
cause, often carrying burdens that few men would 
have attempted to bear, till at length his physical 
strength gave way under the strain. Since that 
event he has necessarily been less active before the 
public, and yet, as this book shows, he has not been 
rusting out. The History of the Reformation is a 
work of much interest. There are larger works, it is 
true, but this smaller work is needed for the busy 
men who cannot take the time to read the larger 
works. This being the four hundredth year of 
Martin Luther’s work, it is 2 good time to refresh 
one’s memory of the tremendous events of Luther’s 
career. Luther was one of the most remarkable 
men since the days of St. Paul. No doubt 
that it was God’s good will to hide Himself 
in Luther for the accomplishment of His own good 
will. The only explanation of Luther is God, for 
Luther, left to himself, could never have shaken the 
religious world out of its lethargy, ignorance, and 
superstition. Dr. Sanford gives a fine view of Luther 
and his work. Not only is the subject a fine one, 
but Dr. Sanford is a master with his pen. We wish 
that many of our readers may purchase the book. 


THE LAYMAN FOR THE New TIME: A Discussion of 
Principles, by William Allen Harper, LL. D., 
President of Elon College, author of ‘‘Teacher- 
Training,” “The Making of Men,” etc.; 160 pages, 
bound in cloth; price, 75 cents. Published by The 
Fleming H. Revell Company, New York, Chicago, 
and Toronto. 

Dr. Harper is a stirring writer. It is a thousand 
wonders he did not fall into line with the new the- 
ology and higher criticism, but he has not done so, 
and for that fact we are very glad. He is progressive, 
but sticks to the old foundations. It is from that 
standpoint that he does his aggressive work. This 
book is written specially for laymen. He holds some 
ideas that will almost shock you by reason of their 
newness, but when you remember that he is standing 
on the Bible as the basis of his thought, you can 
afford to listen to him, at least to the extent of a fair 
consideration of his view. One thing, and perhaps 
the first thing, to shock the average layman he will 
find in chapter one, page twenty-nine, where he de- 
clares that great commission given by Jesus to go 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature is to every Christian—not to any one class 
of men and women. We have thought of it as for 
preachers and for missionaries, but Dr. Harper says 
it includes all Christians. Can you say he is wrong? 
Think well before you say it. But he does not stop 
at that. He goes on to say: ‘Words such as these 
are the charter of Christian freedom. They are the 
Declaration of Independence of the individual soul in 
spiritual matters. No pope, no priest, no bishop, no 
minister has the right to interpose restrictions on the 
individual man in his relation to the Father. He 
(the Christian believer) is a sovereign of the spiritual 
realm, and he is the brother to all Christians, with 
all the prerogatives and obligations of brotherhood 
inhering in him. In the light of his sovereign rights 
of citizenship in the Kingdom of God and of Christ, 
no ecclesiastical, no sacerdotalism, no ritualism, no 
nothing has any right to prescribe rules and regula- 
tions for the exercise of his functions, and no man 
or organization of men has the right to limit, or 
absorb, or usurp his sovereignty.” That will give 
you an idea of the bold way he steps out on new 
ground for the laity. Much more we should like to 
say, for we realize that we have not reviewed the 
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book—we have merely touched on one important 
point. It is full of striking thoughts, and while you 
may not approve all he says, he will make you 
think if you read carefully and we urge you to do 
that. 


THE PREACHER’S IDEALS AND INSPIRATIONS, by William 
J. Hutchins, Professor of Homiletics in the Oberlin 
Graduate School of Theology; 187 pages, in cloth; 
price, $1.00, net. Published by Fleming H. Revell 
Company, New York, Chicago, and Toronto. 

Prof. Hutchins wields a facile pen and certainly 
treats an interesting theme. The book has much in it 
to command the attention of the preacher, and yet 
we advise that it be read with eyes wide open and 
see that you do not swallow anything without care- 
fully digesting it. Prof. Hutchins quotes from Dr. 
Shedd with apparent approval one very strong state- 
ment. It is this: ‘A profound consciousness of sin 
in the heart and a correspondingly profound theory 
of sin in the head are fundamental to any soundness 
of view in the general domain of theology.” Then 
Prof. Hutchins adds this thought, which is also very 
important: ‘“‘And a religious panacea which knows 
no consciousness of sin in the hearts of men, and 
offers for the heads of men no theory of sin, but sin’s 
denial, has no healing for the hurt of the daughter 
of my people.’”” He also quotes from John Ruskin 
with like approval this statement: ‘‘The issues of life 
and death for modern society are in the pulpit.’””’ How 
true, and yet how little do the people, even the min- 
istry, realize the fact? In answering the question: 
“What kind of man must the preacher be, if he is to 
be the preacher for the times?” he answers that 
question thus: “In the finest sense of the term he 
must be a man of the world.’”” The average reader 
must get this view-point carefully, or he will miss it. 
In explaining the meaning of that statement, he says: 
“His (the preacher’s) life must thrill with the life 
of his times. By the experience of his own heart 
or by spiritual imagination, he must understand the 
discontents and failures, the aspirations, the em- 
phasis, the appreciations. As Schauffler suggests, he 
must be more familiar with the Church sons than the 
Church fathers, better acquainted with Jim and Sam 
than with Origen and Chrysostom.”

The Senate passed the $640,000,000 
aeroplane bill with only one dissenting vote 
—that of LaFollette, Wisconsin, on July 21.

Sixty-nine coal corporations and 
forty-one individuals accused of conspiracy 
in constraint of trade have been found not 
guilty in a suit brought by the government 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. 





Reorganization of the Atlantic fleet 
has been ordered by Secretary Daniels, to 
meet new problems resulting from expan- 
sion of the force to almost twice its normal 
size for war service. 


——Anton Lang, the “Christus” of the 
Ober-Ammergau Passion Play, although 
several times reported to have been killed, 
has been called to the colors, to fight for 
the Kaiser. He is afflicted with tuberculosis, 
but will have to go to war anyway. 


——tThe regulation of ocean steamship 
rates between the United States and allied 
nations has been agreed upon in principle 
by the American and British governments. 
Negotiations are pending to devise a pro- 
gram to make the regulation effective and 
bring down present prohibitive rates. 





Drawing of lots under the selective 
draft, which began at ten o’clock, July 20, 
was concluded at 2:18 a. m., eastern time, 
on the following day. Ten thousand, five 
hundred numbers had to be drawn, one at a 
time, to accomplish the task which will fix 
the liability for military service in the new 
army. 





Dr. Michaelis, the new German Im- 
perial Chancellor, in his address to the 
Reichstag, Thursday, July 19, declared his 
adhesion to Germany’s submarine campaign, 
asserting it to be a lawful measure, justi- 
fiably adopted, and adapted for shortening 
the war. The Chancellor declared that the 
war was forced upon unwilling Germany 
by the Russian mobilization, and that the 
submarine war was also forced upon Ger- 
many by Great Britain’s illegal blockade 
starvation war. 





A plan for tunneling the English 
channel is being considered by the British 
cabinet, it was learned recently. The scheme 
is the device of an American engineer, John 
K. Hencken, of New York. He claims to 
have invented tunneling machinery capable 
of cutting out four subterranean passages 
in a few months. A series of swinging 
hammers, striking several hundred thousand 
blows per minute against the material to be 
excavated would do the vast amount of tun- 
neling required in the stupendous task. 
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News of General Interest in the Secular World 





In accordance with the government’s 
program, censorship upon all outgoing cable- 
grams is in full force. The censorship will 
apply to press as well as private dispatches. 
A “follow-up” system of investigating the 
senders of suspicious messages will be de- 
veloped. Incoming press matter will be ex- 
empt. 





Siam is the latest country to declare 
war against Germany. Siam’s chief im- 
portance in the present war crisis is that 
it is practically a rice granary or source 
of food supply for China, and its action may 
have a direct effect upon China’s attitude 
toward Germany. It also gives the Allies 
now, for the first time, an unbroken favor- 
able coast line all the way from China to 
the Mediterranean, for Siam was the only 
neutral territory in that entire distance of 
many thousand miles. It also possesses an 
excellent navy, adequate to patrol the Gulf 
of Siam coast line of nearly 2,000 miles. 





More than sixty per cent. of the two 
billion Liberty Loan already has been paid 
into the treasury. Hundreds of thousands 
who bought so-called baby bonds, those of 
fifty and one hundred dollar denominations, 
availed themselves of the privilege of pay- 
ing in full at once. In hundreds of in- 
stances, apparently, purchasers of large al- 
lotments also paid in full for their bonds. 
Because of the immense amount of clerical 
labor involved in tabulating payment and 
checking reserve bank reports, the Treasury 
Statement for June 30 was delayed a record 
time this year. Usually it comes out two 
or three days after the fiscal year ends. 





No attempt is made in Washington to 
minimize the seriousness of the situation 
in the war theaters in Europe. The United 
States is in the war and will go through 
with it, but any hope of a short struggle 
has gone glimmering with the apparent al- 
most complete collapse of the Russian war 
machine. The development was not unex- 
pected by many army officers. When the 
offensive of July 1 was started by the Rus- 
sian forces, the most frequent comment 
heard in Washington was that it probably 
was the dying kick of the old Russian ma- 
chine. For the United States the Russian 
collapse may have an immediate and direct 
bearing. It will, if the German general 
staff presses its advantage, release addi- 
tional German forces to bolster up the 
Western front where American troops are 
to be engaged. 


——A distilling company in New Orleans 
has announced that it has evolved a new 
process for the utilization of former waste 
in distilling alcohol from molasses, by which 
its plant now produces twenty tons of pot- 
ash per day. According to an official of the 
company, the plant’s waste matter, which 
formerly was poured into the Mississippi, 
is run through quadruple effects where the 
water is evaporated and the substance re- 
maining is put through a kiln and inciner- 
ated, producing potash. Prior to the war, 
potash, which was obtained almost exclu- 
sively from Germany, was worth eight dol- 
lars per ton in this country, and to-day 
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it sells for $400 a ton. The distillery began 
its experiments about a year ago and suc- 
cessful results have been reported upon by 
government experts. 


—tThe Farm and Fireside says birds are 
almost as busy as bees, and their work in in- 
creasing crop yields is highly important. One 
of the cheapest and most effective ways to 
fight insect pests that annually take crop 
toll estimated at $800,000,000 is to aid in 
the preservation of bird life. Few people 
realize how many insects are destroyed by 
birds. A teaspoonful of chinch bugs has 
been taken from the crop of one quail, and 
an adult bird has been known to eat 5,000 
plant lice in two hours. Such worms and 
bugs as infest our gardens are favorite food 
for bluebirds, robins, and many other kinds 
of birds. Birds also eat thousands of weed 
seeds. 





Magazines and newspapers bearing 
one-cent stamps hereafter may be posted, 
unwrapped and unaddressed, by persons 
other than publishers, and will be forward- 
ed by postal authorities to American sol- 
diers and sailors in Europe. In announ- 
cing plans for gathering reading matter 
conveying home news and fiction to the boys 
abroad, Postmaster-General Burleson sug- 
gested that magazines print the following 
in the upper right-hand corner of their 
front covers: ‘Notice to the reader—When 
you have finished reading this magazine, 
place a one-cent stamp on this notice, hand 
same to any postal employee, and it will be 
placed in the hands of our soldiers and 
sailors at the front. No wrapping; no ad- 
dress.” The publication will be carried 
under parcel post classification at one cent 
each, regardless of weight. A concentration 
station has been designated in each State 
for assembling of the reading matter. 


~——Germany’s submarine successes since 
February, plus a mortgage of food and war 
materials, are spurring the Kaiser’s min- 
ions to their utmost effort. They are about 
to exert their maximum strength in mili- 
tary operations. This is the lesson military 
and international experts derived from 
recent, events within and without Germany. 
They used it as a text for renewing their 
preachments for a greater unity and speed 
in American war preparations, and likewise 
as an argument for a joint air, land, and 
sea offensive against German naval bases. 
Men who know most of the figures, said 
there was no doubt that German newspapers 
—quoted in United Press London messages 
—stated the submarine situation accurately, 
when they claim a bag of 4,740,000 tons 
since February. Such a total, they warned, 
cannot continue unless America is content 
in the end to see Germany virtual winner. 
Germany’s determination to go the limit 
was emphasized by Michaelis’ scornful re- 
jection of any idea of peace now. His 
speech was regarded at Washington as that 
of a man who has staked all—on blood and 
iron. State Department messages, quoting 
Americans just out of Germany, said that 
Germany’s crops are poor, and even went 
so far as to predict that she cannot hold out 
over the winter.

for appointment, be notified of this action.” 

In keeping with the above resolution, Rev. 
J. F. Burnett, Dayton, Ohio; Prof. W. A. 
Harper, Elon College, N. C., and Rev. Omer 
S. Thomas, Dayton, Ohio, were appointed 
said committee.

EXECUTIVE BOARD PROCEEDINGS 


The pastors and ministers of the Christian 
churches in and about Norfolk, were invited 
to participate in the deliberations of the 
Board, as was also Mr. Rathbun, the Busi- 
ness Manager of The Christian Publishing 
Association. 


Rev. M. T. Morrill, Secretary for the De- 
partment of Foreign Missions, submitted 
the report for the department, which, among 
other things, showed that the offering to 
foreign missions for this year is not quite 
up to the mark of last year, though $700.00 
had been added to the permanent fund; that 
the McCords are on their way home, their 
furlough having been hastened by the break- 
down of Mr. McCord; that the work in Por- 
to Rico remains much the same in character 
with the present force doing all in its power 
to meet the demands of the field; that nine 
months of the current missionary year have 
been completed, the financial showing being 
as follows: Total receipts of the general 


funds, $16,734.98. Special funds, $3,971.27, 
the chief item of which is the Japan Build- 
ing Fund, being the money sent for the pur- 
chase of a lot or building site at Dogenzaka, 
in the Tokyo field. Comparing the receipts 
for the past nine months with the corre- 
sponding period for the preceding year, we 
have the following: Receipts for the first 
nine months of last year, $15,374.24. Re- 
ceipts for first nine months of this year, 
$16,734.98. Increase for the present year, 
$1,360.74; that thus far the war does not 
seem to have affected our mission receipts. 
It has affected them indirectly by raising 
prices in Japan and Porto Rico, the result 
of which may be to increase the salaries 
of all the workers, or curtail some features 
of the work. Exchange on money sent to 
Japan is running heavily against us. In 
the course of a year will probably amount 
to between $150.00 and $200.00. Ordinarily

we get a little premium on the money which 
we send to Japan. There are some funds in 
the hands of the Japan Mission bearing in- 
terest and perhaps that will go to off-set the 
high cost of exchange. 


The report for the Department of Home 
Missions was submitted by the Department 
Secretary, Rev. Omer S. Thomas, and 
showed the total receipts for Home Mis- 
sions during the last year were $13,481.28. 
At the meeting of the Home Mission Board 
the appropriations for the present year were 
made amounting to $14,190.00. That even 
though war conditions obtain that the re- 
ceipts are better for this year than for last, 
up to the present time; that at the present 
time there are under the pay of the Board, 
thirty missionaries and forty preaching 
points. At these points there was last year 
a total average attendance of 1,829. There 
were 643 conversions and 503 additions to 
the churches in our home field during the 
year; that the secretary had visited all the 
frontier fields during the year; that the 
church at Brooklyn, N. Y., was growing, 
and that it would soon demand a new build- 
ing; that in the West there have been about 
five new preaching points added in the last 
six months and the prospect of a new mis- 


sionary in the Wyoming field. Our coop- 
eration with the college at Jireh has been 
most helpful to the school there, although 
we have made no direct appropriation to it. 
All of the missionaries on the western field 
have been employed during the last two 
years and are giving most excellent promise 
for efficient work. 


W. A. Harper, secretary for the Depart- 
ment of Christian Endeavor, submitted a re- 
port which showed growth along all lines of 
Christian Endeavor activities. The report 
recommended the employment of a Christian 
Endeavor Secretary, but the recommenda- 
tion was later withdrawn because of the em- 
ployment of Hermon Eldredge as secretary 
for Religious Education. The report also 
recommended standardizing the Christian 
Endeavor work, and named the following 
ten standards, which were adopted: 


Ten per cent. increase in membership. 
Offering to the department. 

Fifty per cent. average attendance. 
Quiet Hour Conventions. 

Tenth Legion. 

Christian Endeavor Expert. 

Life Work Recruits. 

Missionary offerings. 

Representation at local conferences. 
Representation at United Societies. 


Rev. W. G. Sargent, Secretary for the 
Department of Education, could not be pres- 
ent, but submitted a very full report of the 
proceedings, plans, and activities of the Ed- 
ucational Board. It showed that $1600.00 
had been distributed among our schools this 
year, as against $1450.00 last year; that 
Educational Week was continued and em- 
phasized, the result of which was not yet 
known, the Secretary saying: The impres- 
sion is, however, that not as many of our 
ministers avail themselves of the privilege 
afforded by this denominational drive on the 
young men, in the interests of the ministry, 
as might be expected, certainly not as might 
be hoped. But the work must be kept up. 
To fail here is to fail at the most vital 
point in any enterprise—the securing of 
those who will fill and ever enlarge the 
ranks of those whose leadership make any 
enterprise sure of success; that the offering 
for Education which passed through the 
hands of the Department from Sept. 1, 1915, 
to Sept. 1, 1916, was $2,017.49. The present 
year is, of course, not completed, but re- 
turns show an increase up to June 1, over 
the same period last year of $539.92. That 
will not be materially increased by the end 
of the year, as the returns for the last three 
months of the Educational year are small. 
This represents an increase of nearly 25%; 
that in the interim since the last meeting of 
the Board the Secretary has visited two of 
our colleges, in both cases at the Commence- 
ment season—Elon in 1916, and Jireh in 
the present year. In the first case expenses 
were met by Elon, and in the second the 
Secretary secured a pass from Chicago to 
Jireh and return, through the courtesy of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad; 
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that the Educational Board is cooperating 
as it may in the Educational Campaign 
conducted by the Council of Church Educa- 
tional Boards in the interests of Christian 
education. It is the purpose of the Cam- 
paign to go exhaustively into the whole 
question of our educational system and seek 
to instill the religious element and give 
religious inspiration to our entire national 
system, just as far as that can be effected. 

The most important act of the Executive 
Board, the one most significant and far- 
reaching, was the continuation of Hermon 
Eldredge as Secretary for Religious Educa- 
tion. Mr. Eldredge had been doing work 
as such for the past year, with the under- 
standing that if the work done justified i‘ 
he was to be continued. He submitted a 
very full report of the work done, and thc 
Board was convinced of the advantage, in- 
deed, of the imperative necessity, of the 
continuation of his service. That there 
might be the most thorough and satisfactory 
examination into conditions, and the most 
unlimited discussion of the conditions of the 
field and its needs, the Board went twice 
into the Committee of the Whole, and from 
out of the discussion, questions, investiga- 
tions, and information submitted the fol- 
lowing report: 

Committee of the Whole, July 13, 1917. 

That Hermon Eldredge be employed at 2 
salary of $2,000.00 and expenses, $1,000.00 
as a maximum per year, the same to be paid 
by the departments as follows: 

Missions 20%. 

Education 20%. 

Sunday-schools 20%. 

Christian Endeavor 10%. 

Publishing 25%. 

American Christian Convention 5%. 

That his relation to the Forward Move- 
ment shall be such as that Forward Move- 
ment Executive Committee shall with him 
agree until such time as that Movement 
has secured its pledge of $10,000.00 as <- 
guarantee fund. 

That after that time the Forward Move- 
ment pay 60% of his salary and expenses. 
and the A. C. C. Departments 40% on the 
pereentage basis indicated above. 


That when the Forward Movement is com- 
plete the various departments resume the 
paying of his entire salary and expense. 

That he take an offering whenever pos- 
sible. 

That this resolution be made the basis of 
a contract between Mr. Hermon Eldredge 
and The American Christian Convention, 
when the same has been signed in duplicate 
by Mr. Eldredge and the President and Sec- 
retary of The American Christian Conven- 
tion. 


That all items referring to the Forward 
Movement Committee be referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


O. W. Whitelock moved that the report 
be adopted—motion carried. 


Proceedings continued next week.

Synopsis of Report of Daniel A. Poling, 
Associate President of the United Society 
of Christian Endeavor, Presented at the 
Conference of Trustees and Field-Secre- 
taries of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor, Winona Lake, Indiana, July 3-6, 
1917. 


Mr. Poling reported that the War Pro- 
gram of Christian Endeavor had been gen- 
erally adopted by the Christian Endeavor 
unions throughout the country. It provides 
for a complete enrolment of all Christian 
Endeavorers entering the military service 
and for regular correspondence with them. 

If the record for the Dominion of Canada, 
which is eight enlistments per Christian En- 
deavor Society, holds in the United States, 
under the present military law more than 
four hundred thousand Christian Endeavor- 
ers will be called to the colors. 

With the slogan, “Keep the Home Fires 
Burning,” the young people of the churches 
were challenged to offer their services to 
maintain the churches of the country as 
places for prayer and rest and for the spe- 
cial entertainment of the soldiers and sail- 
ors seven days in’ the week. The fact was 
pointed out that at the present time the man 
in uniform has scarcely a place of welcome 
in a strange city save the saloon. 

Speeial emphasis was placed on the suc- 
cessful work of the young people for war 
prohibition. “The slogan, ‘A Saloonless Na- 
tion by 1920,’ first adopted by the Interna- 
tional Christian Endeavor Convention in 
1911, has become the proclamation for a sa- 
loonless world.” 

Local Endeavor unions were urged to fol- 
low the example of scores of unions that 
have already taken action by offering their 
services to the Red Cross. 

Junior Christian Endeavor societies are 
making thousands of comfort-bags. 

Special honor-rolls are being prepared for 
the enrolment of all Endeavorers who en- 
gage in any form of military, relief, or 
food-production service. 


In the army itself, wherever practicable, 
regimental Christian Endeavor societies 
will be organized. The first society of 
this kind has already been organized by the 
Second Engineers at El Paso. 


“Regular activities of the church must not 
be neglected. Any tendency to retrench in 
the financial support of the whole program 
of the Kingdom, or in the service necessary 
to the continued progress of the essential de- 
partments of religious activity, must be 
promptly discouraged.” 


“American’ preparedness must be first of 
all a spiritual preparation. The call to 
arms must be first of all a call to our knees.” 

“The young people of the churches must 
not fail to render their maximum service 
wherever their lives may be placed, to make 
this war indeed a new kind of war; to make 
it a war against war; a struggle not for a 
strip of land or stretch of sea, but an inter- 
racial ministry, a sacrificial service, an in- 
ternational Calvary.” 
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Mr. Poling stated that because the Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement is found in every 
country in the world, and because it deals 
with the young people whose prejudices have 
not been finally fixed, and because its ideals 
have been developed in the atmosphere of 
true internationalism of Christian brother- 
hood, it will be able to render a service 
of inestimable value to the whole world 
when the war is over. 

In sounding the patriotic note Mr. Poling 
declared that “America as no other nation 
holds the hopes of all war-ravaged peoples,” 
and he concluded: “Patriotism, like every 
other virtue, begins at home. True inter-- 
nationalism in the United States will declare 
allegiance first of all to the Stars and 
Stripes. We must save America to serve 
the world.”

Comments 
I. A BRILLIANT REcorRD. (Vs. 1, 2) 


1. Josiah was eight years old when he 
began to reign—This young king entered 
upon his duties in childhood, thus revealing 
to us that there is a place in the divine 
economy for children. We should train 
children while young to assume great re- 
sponsibilities in the service of God and pre- 
pare to fill positions of greater responsibil- 
ity as the years come and go. He was at 
this age still under the care of the women 
of the household and was guided by them 
and the religious teachers until he became 
one of the best kings of his time. He fol- 
lowed the worthy example of his great- 
grandfather Hezekiah in righteousness and 
good works. 

2. He did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord—It is one thing to do that 
which is popular, another thing to do that 
which is right in the sight of men, but a 
far greater thing to do that which is right in 
the sight of the Lord. He went in the ways 
of David in his true service of God, and 
avoided David’s mistakes. The son should 
be better than the father and coming gen- 
erations should improve on those who have 
preceded. ; 


II. A REAL REFORMATION. (Vs. 3-7) 

8. In the eighth year of his reign—Hith- 
erto he had not acted with freedom, but was 
under the direction of others. Things were 
not in an ideal condition; idolatry was still 
preached and tolerated in the land. Social 
evils attending such heathenism were still 
practiced and the national and social life 
were crumbling to the dust. The young 
king accepted God as his counselor. He 
knew that the God of David would give him 
wisdom and strength to guide and control 
the nation aright. Personal salvation on 
his part is what saved his nation and peo- 
ple. He began to’ seek the God of David. 
He consecrated his life and committed his 


year. 
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people to the guidance of God. His personal 
salvation prepared him to be not only a na- 
tional, but also a religious leader of the peo- 
ple. “Blessed is that people whose God is 
the Lord.” In the twelfth year—Josiah was 
twenty years old, since he began to reign at 
eight. He began to feel the moral respon- 
sibility of his position and Began to purge 
Judah—The idols were destroyed, the high 
places were removed, and a general refor- 
mation was inaugurated. Groves, idolatrous 
shrines, symbols of heathen worship were 
destroyed, and the molten images were 
ground to powder and sprinkled on the 
graves of their worshipers in the presence 
of the king. These symbols of idolatry were 
so utterly destroyed and the presence of a 
godly king made it impossible for the heath- 
en worshipers to return to their idolatry 
and heathen practices. 

4. And they broke down the altars of 
Baalim—Baalim were the heathen gods that 
were worshiped. They made dust of these 
gods. He was following the example of 
Moses at Sinai in his destruction of the 
golden calf. 

5. He burnt the bones of the priests— 
They were removed from the sepulchres and 
burned on the heathen altars to pol- 
lute them so that they would be used no 
more. 

6. Manasseh and Ephraim—Were under 
Assyrian authority and still Josiah regard- 
ed himself as their spiritual guide and 
sought to benefit them by extending his re- 
form to these tribes. 

7. And beat the Asherin into powder, 
thus expressing the radical methods of re- 
form he was following. He regarded the 
entire land as God’s possession and as such 
under his control and his possession as the 
heir of the kingdom. 


III. Gop’s House REPAIRED. 


In the eighteenth year—He was now 
twenty-six years old and had devoted much 
time in purging the land of evil practices 
and was now ready to begin to build up 
the waste places and to reestablish the house 
of God and the worship of Jehovah. The 
temple had been neglected and partly de- 
stroyed under heathen rule, and now he was 
ready to reestablish and repair the temple 
that the people might have divine rather 
than heathen rule. It is not enough to destroy 
the evil. We must build up something bet- 
ter and thus transfer our service to a high- 
er and better type than heathen gods can 
offer. The carpenters and builders went to 
work and the men did their work faithfully, 
and the work went forward and worship 
was restored.

ISN’T IT MONOTONOUS? 


BY M. T. MORRILL,

Much of our lifetime seems monotonous, 
since day after day we apply ourselves to 
similar tasks, and our intercourse in busi- 
ness is with the same people. We notice in 
these people the same virtues, the same 


_ vices, the same graces, and the same fail- 


ings from week to week, and year after 
And yet, somehow this meeting of 
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people and co-mingling with them in the af- 
fairs of life does not grow monotonous, be- 
cause there are ever new items creeping in 
to relieve the monotony. 

Sometimes this preachment about mis- 
sions seems to grow monotonous. Perhaps 
it is even more so to those who listen than 
it is to those who are giving the instruction, 
who are urging forward the work. 


There are lots of good people in the 
Church, and presumably you will find them 
in all churches, however small or however 
large. You have known them for years. 
You can bear testimony to the fact that they 
have been kind and gracious to people in 
time of need and illness, and that they are 
what we ordinarily term a good-hearted peo- 
ple. Their purposes seem to be sincere. You 
have heard these people talk and pray in 
prayer-meeting, week after week, and they 
have evidently spoken out of deep experi- 
ence and with deep feeling and purpose. 
It did not occur to you who were listening 
that the personal testimony that you heard 
was anything except sincere. 


However, very strange things may hap- 
pen in close conjunction. Suppose after 
that fervent prayer-meeting talk, or the 
even more fervent prayer, the basket had 
been passed for a benevolent offering, or 
let us say more specifically, a missionary 
offering, what would have been the result? 
Do you suppose that these fervent people 
would have been callous and indifferent to 
the mission cause? They might have been 
taken unawares and unprepared to contrib- 
ute toward an offering, but do you really 
suppose that the proposition to take a benev- 
olent offering would have cast a “wet blan- 
ket” over the meeting? It is this probable 
apathy in view of the tremendous appeals 
and needs that gets monotonous. 


Do you recall how you were tying a bun- 
dle and how, when you had it almost tied, 
the string broke and the bundle came un- 
done? You have been working for the 
cause of missions and you thought you had 
people interested, and suddenly they were 
like the bundle with the broken string. 
Again and again this has happened until it 
seems to you to be monotonous, and yet it 
is like much of the rest of life. 

It really seems almost unaccountable that 
so many good Christian people are careless, 
or worse, about the cause of, missions. One 
is almost tempted to doubt the genuineness 
of the Christianity of those people who do 
not care a “buffalo” whether the Armenian 
Christians survive or die, or whether the 
heathen ever hear of Christ or not. 

We have read again and again the ex- 
ample of Christ. We have several very defi- 
nite and distinct commands of Christ con- 
cerning the evangelization of the world. We 
have the convincing teaching of the apostles, 
especially of the apostles following Christ, 
all of which revéal our duty perfectly. And 
we might add to that the evidence of his- 
tory for 1900 years. In addition to this we 
can look at our own personal experience, 
and out of it draw motives why we should 
be exceedingly anxious to spread the gos- 
pel. The man who has a real experience 
of the salvation which Christ promised and 
which he has given, ought to wish others 
to know that same experience. The man 
whose heart has become a bubbling foun- 
tain through belief in Christ, ought to let 
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the streams of water from that fountain 
flow to the farthermost limit. The man 
whose joy has been made full by Christ, 
ought to wish others to be joy-full. The 
man who has hope “as an anchor of the 
soul” securing him to “that within the veil,” 
ought to help everybody else to get anchor- 
ed. The man for whom Christ has done so 
much, ought to do as much as possible to 
make known the goodness and love of the 
Christ. What we experience and what we 
know of Christianity is enough to set us all 
aflame with missionary zeal—and this is not 
monotonous. This is the grand thought and 
motive which our Lord and Savior com- 
manded to turn to account in spreading the 
kingdom.

VISITORS’ DAY AT DEFIANCE 
; COLLEGE 





Many Superintendents and Former and 
Prospective Students Present 





Rey. N. G. Newman Delivers Farewell 
Address 

Wednesday was Visitors’ Day at the col- 
lege. A number of out-of-town visitors 
were present. A highly appreciated musical 
program was given under the direction of 
Mrs. A. H. Latchaw. Brief addresses 
strongly commending the work of the col- 
lege were made by Superintendent Walker, 
of Defiance; Superintendent Stalcup, of 
Paulding; Superintendent Stalter, of Syl- 
vania; Superintendent Armstrong, of Hicks- 
ville, and Superintendent Brown, of Na- 
poleon. 

But the most impressive feature of the 
occasion was the farewell address made by 
Rev. N. G. Newman, D. D., who, after four 
years of most fruitful and acceptable work 
as pastor of the college church and as pro- 
fessor of New Testament Literature, is soon 
to leave Defiance for the South, on account 
of his wife’s health. Dr. Newman spoke 
in terms of deep feeling and his apprecia- 
tion of the ideals and work of Defiance 
College, and of the inspiring influence of 
his association with members of the fac- 
ulty and the student body of the college 
and with citizens of Defiance. 

The four years just closing, said Dr. 
Newman, constituted one of the richest 
periods of his life. The address made a 
deep impression on those present, all of 
whom keenly regret the necessity of Dr. 
Newman’s leaving his great work here. 
With characteristic appropriateness, Presi- 
dent McReynolds spoke briefly, but feeling- 
ly, of the splendid character of Dr. New- 
man’s work and of the high esteem in which 
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he is held by all those who know him. 
President McReynolds stated that the 
Committee on Instruction had extended a 
call to Rev. Frederick G. Strickland, of Day- 
ton, to supply Dr. Newman’s place as pas- 
tor of the college church and Professor of 
Public Speaking for a period of one year. 
Rev. Strickland is especially fitted for the 
work. He has made the very best of prep- 
aration, is mature in his scholarship, is a 
pulpit orator of the first rank, has a strong 
personality, and is already known, admired, 
and loved by both student body and faculty. 
He will be most enthusiastically greeted 
when he comes to the campus.

DEFIANCE COLLEGE A RECRUITING 
AND TRAINING STATION 

With a spirit of patriotism and loyalty to 
her country, Defiance College is contribut- 
ing her full quota of men in service to the 
nation. A large number have enlisted, some 
are in training camps, and others were ex- 
cused early in the year for farm labor. 

However, we feel that Defiance can make 
her largest contribution to the nation by 
training the best type of citizens. The best 
form of preparedness is educational leader- 
ship. Defiance will open its fall semester 
September 17, with better advantages and 
opportunities than have ever been ‘offered 
before. The plant is in better condition 
and a full faculty will be in charge of the 
usual courses offered. Military training 
will be provided sometime during the year, 
and if expedient, courses will be offered in 
Red Cross work. 

The college can only do its patriotic duty 
by putting forth an extraordinary effort to 
at least keep its attendance normal. This 
position is confirmed by all patriotic organ- 
izations, by President Wilson, and other 
leading citizens. 

Secretary of War Baker, The Council of 
National Defense, General Leonard Wood, 
Commissioner Claxton of the Bureau of 
Education, and many prominent educators 
have taken the position that most students 
can best serve their country by continuing 
in college until such time as their services 
are specifically needed. College and high 
school students are a small fraction of the 
potential fighting and economic forces of 
the country, but they represent almost a 
monopoly of the educated leadership of the 
future. Secretary of War Baker says we 
need, first, munitions; second, food; third, 
educated men. 

Commissioner Claxton writes: 

The number of those entering college next 
fall ought to be much larger than usual. 
This is a patriotic duty. 

There has never been a call for educated 
men and women such as will come during 
and after the war, and the colleges must 
meet that call by conserving and increasing 
the number who are trained for leadership. 

We do not know how deeply the fate of 
war will ultimately spread death in our 
army. But we do know that the cessation 
of one year’s full quota of educated men at 
our universities would be simply one whole 
year lost in the onward march of progress 
‘during the next generation. 

The total number of students in schools 
should be increased rather than diminished. 
All students should be made to understand 
that it is their duty to give to their country 


and to the world the best and fullest pos- 
sible measure of service, and that both will 
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need more than they will get of that high 
type of service which only men and women 
of the best education and training can give. 
Patriotism and the desire to serve human- 
ity may require of these young men and 
women the exercise of that very high type 
of self-restraint that will keep them to their 
tasks of preparation until the time comes 
when they can render service which cannct 
be rendered by others. 

No college, university, or technical school 
that can avoid it should permit its faculty 
or student body to be scattered or its en- 
ergy to be dissipated. All should redouble 
their energies and concentrate them on 
those things that will be of most service 
during the progress of the war and which 
will prepare their students for the most 
effective service of the country and of the 
world when the war is over. The desire to 
render immediate service is praiseworthy, 
and the spirit which prompts it should be 
fostered, but it is effective service that 
should finally count. Schools and school of- 
ficers, teachers and students should ever 
keep this goal of effective service in mind. 


HOME MISSIONS 





Action of Indiana Miami Reserve Conference 


We, your Committee on Church Exten- 
sion, beg leave to report the following: 

The rule of nature is that of life, growth, 
and fruitfulness. The living tree is a grow- 
ing tree, and the value of the growing tree 
is that it is a fruitful tree. 

Jesus distinctly applied this principle to 
the Church. His disciples were to be purged, 
and pruned, and protected in order that 
they should bear fruit yet more abundantly. 

The purpose of farming is gain. The 
farmer sows in order to reap. And the 
measure of his sowing is determined by his 
power to cultivate and by his ability to 
gather in. 

In ordinary human nature no farmer en- 
dures the toil of plowing and planting and 
cultivating unless he has some hope of reap- 
ing and of profiting by the ingathering. It 
would be counted folly for a man to plant 
one hundred acres, if he had no means of 
cultivating more than fifty, or of caring 
for more than half of the increase. Never- 
theless, he would be considered slothful if he 
neglected to do as much as he could do well. 

In the face of these commonplace remarks 
we are led to ask, Is there not something 
wrong with our method of denominational 
farming? We see our churches stirred up 
periodically by great revivals. But what 
becomes of our converts? We have had 
enough converts in our churches in Indiana 
to have given us 100,000 members to-day, 
instead of one-fourth that number. Why 
is this so? Is there anything wrong with 
our principles? We believe not. Instead, 
we believe they are the only basis upon 
which the world ever can unite, and that 
they are destined to win the whole world. 
Then why do we not now have a big slice 
of this world? Why do we not have big 
men in high places, and big churches at 
the down-town centers of the big cities? The 
answer cannot be discovered in any flaw in 
our doctrine, therefore it must be sought 
for somewhere in our practice—in our sys- 
tem of doing business. 

Our year-books clearly reveal the weak- 
nesses. Our churches are not generally lo- 
cated in the towns and cities. Our young 
people by the thousands leave the country. 
Moving to the towns and cities, they become 
entirely lost to our denominational work. 
It is no exaggeration to say that our sta- 
tistics show scarcely ten per cent. of our 
actual membership. We give away our con- 
verts by the hundreds, while we keep them 
only by the scores. 

This loss is seen most plainly among our 
talented sons, who graduate from the col- 
leges, not one-tenth of whom ever return to 
places of usefulness in our churches. In 
fact, we often hear our colleges, especially 
those under control of the State, criticised 
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for this very thing. Even our young 
preachers who go to college seldom return 
to help in our conferences. Why is this so? 


Common sense replies that it is quite late 
to build hives after the bees begin to swarm. 
If we had city churches, our children who 
move to town might find useful places in 
them, otherwise they must go, often reluc- 
tantly, into sectarian societies. 


We, as a people, are nearly as old as the 
Methodists, and a third of a century older 
than the Disciples. They have grown won- 
derfuliy, but we have stood about station- 
ary for three-fourths of a century. The 
secret of this difference lies in the fact that 
from the beginning they built in every vil- 
lage and county seat where they could get 
a foothold. Those small towns are now 
cities and those little classes are now 
churches of great wealth and influence. It 
is now late in the day for us to change our 
methods of work. “It is hard for oid dogs 
to learn new tricks.” Nevertheless, it is not 
too late, if we should really awake to our 
high calling. The great West is yet open to 
us, and the brainy, energetic immigrant 
populations are quick to see the advantage 
of Christian union and blessings of Chris- 
tian liberty. Even in our oldest cities the 
suburbs are growing so rapidly that we 
could easily establish thousands of new 
churches, if we had the mind to work, and 
to work intelligently and concertedly. 


Manifestly all cities have enough down- 
town churches, such as they are. But in all 
growing sections of all cities there is room 
a plenty for new churches by scores and 
thousands, and of these many should by all 
means be established by our workers. 
Therefore, 


Resolved, first, That we recognize it to be 
our duty to our Lord that we greatly multi- 
ply our zeal in regard to the cause of home 
missions. 

Resolved, second, That we should not rest 
content until we have churches living and 
working in every center of populaticn, 
especially in all college towns and great 
cities. 

Resolved, third, That one means toward 
this growth is that we hold our present 
territory; and that we see to it that not 
one church upon our rolls be allowed to 
perish for lack of ministerial assistance and 
conferential oversight. 

Resolved, fourth, That no minister be ex- 
cused from the work of the ministry so long 
as there are empty church-buildings acces- 
sible to him, at any reasonable and needed 
sacrifice on his part.

Now is the time to enlist. Many have 
been enlisting for National service. We al- 
so need recruits for Christian service. At 
this time of great international crisis the 
message of the Church must be clear and 
strong and the preparation of the Church 
for future work adequate to meet any emer- 
gency. One vital part of this preparation 
is the procuring and maintaining of an ade- 
quate supply of strong virile Christian lead- 
ers in the gospel ministry. Our work in 
Bangor was inaugurated to assist in sup- 
plying this need. In quality and in training 
our ministers must at least be on a par with 
those of other denominations if we are to 
stand side by side with them in service ren- 
dered and in the respect of the communities 
we serve. Largely two factors are essential 
in Christian leadership, spirituality and in- 
tellectuality. Bangor Theological Seminary 
is unusually proficient in its spiritual train- 
ing. The intellectual training is probably 
best evidenced by the fact that seminary 
graduates are admitted into the third year 
of such colleges as Bates, Colby, and Dart- 
mouth. Then for our students in the semi- 
nary a course is given in our denominational 
history and position, preparing them for the 
advocacy of those principles which we deem 
vital both to our own growth and useful- 
ness, for they are our greatest contribution 
to religious history. 

While the seminary prefers college grad- 
uates, high school graduates, are admitted 
without question, and in fact any one will 
be admitted who is deemed qualified to do 
the work. If those entering direct from the 
high school have studied Greek it will be to 
their advantage. Rooms are supplied free 
of charge for students. Cost for each year 
is estimated at from $175 to $200. This in- 
cludes board, laundry (unstarched articles) , 
books, room-furnishings for new students, 
heat, ‘and light, but it does not include rail- 
road fare. Each student receives about $35 
a year from the Washburn and Dummer 
Funds. Other scholarships may be pro- 
cured by those needing further help and our 
New England Educational Society has cer- 
tain funds at its disposal for this purpose. 
Work around the seminary, such as tending 
furnaces, turning on and off lights, and 
shoveling walks in winter is given to ‘those 
students first applying for such work. Of 
course other work available in any city may 
be had in Bangor. Caution should here be 
observed lest too much of this be taken and 
studies interfered with. Supplying for first 
year students is discouraged because in the 
past it has often meant the failure of the 
student to complete the first year, and thus 
require the repeating of some subjects. The 
amount of supplying done by first year stu- 
dents depends largely upon whether they 
are able to preach on Sundays and still 
maintain a good standing in their studies. 

Three students from our denomination 
have been in attendance this last year. We 
are anxious to have that number largely in- 
creased this coming fall. We desire that 
every pastor and church leader shall volun- 
teer to be recruiting agents, recruiting 
young men for this noblest of Christian 
services, the gospel ministry. Will you help? 
Help by making an appeal to the youth of 
our churches, in which appeal the need for 
ministers and the great opportunities for 
Christian service in the ministry are given. 
Help by letting me know of those who are 
thinking of entering the ministry. Help by 
trying to persuade some of these to enter 
Bangor Theological Seminary this fall. 


Thus you will not only help these young 
men to a nobler Christian service, but you 
will be helping our New England work and 
thus the denomination, and this inspiration 


of haying given one of your number to this 
larger Christian work will bring a greater 
spiritual blessing to your local church. 

Any further information you may desire 
about the seminary I will be glad to give, 
and if there is any special way in which I 
can help you in getting recruits in your 
local field, let me know and I will do what 
I can.

NEW ENGLAND LETTER 


Newton, N. H.—The Christian church at 
Newton is one of our fine rural churches, 
with a fine property, well equipped for its 
work. Many activities are found here, as 
will be seen from the announcement for last 
week for a meeting of the Mothers’ Depart- 
ment on Tuesday, Red Cross meeting 
Wednesday, canning demonstration on 
Thursday, and a Sunday-school picnic on 
Saturday. The prayer-meetings are well 
attended, an increasing interest being shown 
by the young people. The social side of 
the church life is not neglected, and an ex- 
cellent tennis court has been laid out near 
the parsonage, which is much enjoyed. 





Rye, N. H.—Rev. H. W. McCrone, of St. 
Johnsville, N. Y., supplied the pulpit of the 
Rye church, Sunday, July 22, preaching 
morning and ev ening. This church has been 
for several months without a regular pas- 
tor, but it is hoped that soon a pastor will 
be settled here, to direct the Master’s work 
in this important field. 





Bangor, Maine—The Bangor church is 
certainly to be congratulated on its finely- 
equipped church and its progress in various 
lines the past year. Since the opening of 
the remodeled church in February, there 
has been much to encourage pastor and peo- 
ple, as will be seen by the words of the pas- 
tor, Rev. H. M. Hainer, in a recent issue 
of The Christian Missionary. He says: 
“The work has continued more successfully 
than I had anticipated at first. Since re- 
opening Sunday, our average congregation 
has been ninety-three—seventy-five in the 
morning and 111 in the evening. From the 
middle of January until the last day of 
April we had raised $879.52, of which $362.- 
75 was on the bui:ding fund. In addition 
to this, about $2,000 has been pledged. Since 
starting services, last January, I have been 
trying to become familiar with conditions, 
rather than do much aggressive work. We 
are now making plans for the fall work, so 
that when fall comes we may start im- 
mediately. Plans are practically completed 
for a Christian Endeavor Society, are well 
under way for a West End Men’s Club, and 
in theory nearly complete for a Woman’s 
Department, of which all the women’s or- 
ganizations will be parts. The outlook for 
the future seems very bright, although there 
are big problems to be solved.”

Blaine, Maine—I love to read THE 
HERALD, especially the “Question Box,” be- 
cause of the many practical questions that 
you answer there in such a decisive and 
Bible authoritative manner. If every preach- 
er and layman of the Christian Church were 
as true to the old Word of God, conditions 
‘would not be as they are to-day. Ever since 
coming to this section almost three years 
ago, I have found that the people of the 
Aroostook Christian Quarterly Meeting 
stand for the whole truth as fast as re- 
vealed from God’s precious Word. For this 
reason God has blessed them and is contin- 
uing to do so in a wonderful way. Glory to 
His precious name forever! Personally, 
and I believe I speak for this Quarterly 
Meeting, I wish it would be impossible to 
find an account of any sinful thing, like 
church suppers, entertainments, socials, 
etc., being approved by pastors of the 
Christian Church, printed in THE HERALD, 
but only reports that are spiritually inspir- 
ing. If such were the case I could enter 
into the work of getting new subscribers 
with my whole heart. But it is pretty hard 
to recommend anything to people when 
down deep in your heart you know there 
are papers that are published to-day that 
are entirely clean and pure from any sug- 
gestions to sinful occurrences.

Grant has recently been ordained by the 
Quarterly Meeting. He has a pastorate at 
Easton. There is no regularly organized 
church there, but a good company of God’s 
people. He has had a revival the past few 
months and much good has been done. He 
was assisted by Brothers Kiersted, Ellis, and 
Sister Nora Mclellan. 

The writer also assisted Brother Charles 
Steeves at East Machias in Washington 
County, during May and part of June.

AT A GATEWAY OF THE ARMY 


BY NEASON JONES, RELIGIOUS WORK SECRE- 
TARY, ARMY Y. M. C. A., FORT SLOCUM, N. Y. 


Fort Slocum, at New Rochelle, N. Y., is 
the gateway of. the United States Army in 
the East, as all recruits entering the army 
between Maine and Florida are sent here 
for medical examination and equipment. It 
is estimated that between 30,000 and 40,000 
of the young men of this nation who have 
voluntarily responded to the call to the 
colors have passed through this. post in, the 
last three months, April, May, and June, 
remaining here from seven to thirty days— 
the average stay being about ten days— 
when they are sent out to their permanent 
posts. 

Recruits have been coming in, during the 
period stated, at the rate of from 200 to 
1,000 a day. Their first night at the fort 
is spent at the receiving barracks, the drill 
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hall having been converted into a dormitory, 
with single and double-deck beds, to accom- 
odate them. Here the young man just away 
from home gets his first touch of army life, 
as for the first time he retires with from 
200 to 1,000 men in this immense dormitory. 

The Army Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, which has a well-equipped building 
at Fort Slocum, the gift, about eight years 
ago, of Mrs. Russell Sage, containing gym- 
nasium, bowling alleys, shower baths, social, 
reading, and writing rooms, and auditorium 
for meetings and entertainments, aims to 
get into touch with the recruits as soon as 
they reach the post (Fort Slocum being on 
an island in Long Island Sound, about one- 
half mile from the mainland) by having 
one or more secretaries visit the receiving 
barracks just before the men retire in the 
evening and pass out cards inviting them to 
visit the Association building as soon as 
they are assigned to their company quar- 
ters, which is usually the next day. Many 
a young man is greatly cheered by the per- 
sonal greeting of the secretaries as for the 
first time he is making his bed among 
strangers, and the result is that they come 
to the Association building the next day in 
large numbers, many of them for the pur- 
pose of writing a letter home, stationery 
being provided free for this purpose; in- 
deed, so great is the number writing letters 
at times that many have to sit on the floor, 
or write on the arms of chairs, or on the 
tops of book-cases, anywhere they can rest 
an arm to do so. However, the opening of 
a new Field Army Y. M. C. A. Building, on 
July 21, adjoining the present building, will 
provide ample room for all who wish to 
write letters. 


The Association Building is a veritable 
“bee-hive” practically all day long, but par- 
ticularly in the afternoons and evenings. 
As many as 700 men have been counted en- 
joying the various privileges in the build- 
ing at one time. Hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of men have said that they do not 
know what they would have done here with- 
out the Association, for indeed large num- 
bers of them have found in the Association 
the gateway to the Christian life, for in 
every way, both by religious meetings—of 
which there are four held each week—and 
by personal interviews, men are urged to 
a definite surrender of their hearts and lives 
to the Lord Jesus. 

The men attend the religious meetings in 
large numbers. At the meeting on Sunday 
evening, July 1, 425 men were present. One 
hundred and fifty men stayed for the after- 
meeting, many of them being Christians, 
and seventy-seven men came forward and 
on their knees gave themselves definitely to 
the Lord. At a similar meeting on Satur- 
day evening, forty-three men decided for 
Christ, the attendance being the same, the 
limit of the seating capacity, when the doors 
are shut; otherwise, possibly two hundred 
more would have attended each meeting. 

Men accepting Christ at the meetings sign 
a card indicating their decision and also be- 
come members of the Enlisted Men’s Bible 
and Prayer League and are given a calen- 
dar for daily readings and a pocket Testa- 
ment, the latter being provided by the New 
York Bible Society: At every gospel meet- 
ing men are urged to accept Christ and at 
every meeting they do so in large numbers 
as indicated, the large number of new men 
arriving daily giving practically a new audi- 
ence at every meeting. 


When the men leave for their permanent 
posts, by the courtesy of the commanding 
officer, we receive a list of the names of the 
men sent to each post and a letter reaches 
them soon after they reach their new post, 
encouraging them in the stand they have 
taken in the Christian life and sending them 
a card-of membership in the Enlisted Men’s 
Bible and Prayer League. In addition the 
names of the men who have become Chris- 
tians and those who have become members 
of the League are sent to the Army Secre- 
tary of the Association at their new post 
and he gets in touch with them and inter- 
ests them in the work there. 
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Large numbers of the men call at the 
desk and ask for Testaments, which are 
given to all who ask for them, and many 
call for personal interviews about life prob- 
lems. In this way the secretaries get the 
opportunity for personal work with the men 
and hardly a day passes without several 
men being led to accept Christ as a result 
of these personal interviews. It was the 
writer’s privilege to lead five men to such 
a decision in one day recently. One had 
enlisted without his parents’ knowledge and 
was located here by a letter from a Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Association at 
Newark, N. J. Another brought a letter of 
introduction from a Corresponding Member 
in Massachusetts, a minister, and in our 
first interview he accepted Christ. Another 
was a lad of eighteen who had been left 
an orphan when very young and had no 
relatives that he could locate. Another 
asked for a Testament and after a personal 
talk accepted Christ; said he would write 
to his father and ask him to do likewise. 
His mother had been dead for three years. 
The other had been brought up in a Chris- 
tian home, but had never made a confes- 
sion of faith in Christ and did so in our 
first interview. These are but a few of 
hundreds of similar instances of men ac- 
cepting Christ in the Association at Fort. 
Slocum.

ORS TO MEET TEMPTATIONS OF 
STRONG DRINK 


“The United Committee on War Temper- 
ance Activities in the Army and Navy” was 
proposed by The Federal Counci! of the 
Churches of Christ in America at its war 
emergency session in Washington, D. C., 
early in May last. The committee is now 
permanently organized and represents the 
leading temperance groups of the country 
and the temperance committees of the 
churches, both Catholic and Protestant. 


__The constituent groups are Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in America, 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, Anti-Saloon League of America, Na- 
tional Committee of the Prohibition Party, 
Catholic Total Abstinence Union, Catholic 
Prohibition League, Presbyterian Temper- 
ance Board, Methodist Board of Temper- 
ance, Independent Order of Good Templars, 
Sons of Temperance, Inter-Collegiate Pro- 
hibition Association, Scientific Temperance 
Federation, United Society of Christian En- 
deavor, Epworth League of America, Fly- 
ing Squadron Foundation. The officers of 
the committee are Daniel A. Poling, Chair- 
man; Miss Anna A. Gordon, Vice-Chair- 
man; Miss Cora F. Stoddard, Secretary ; 
Rev. Charles Stelzle, Chairman of the Ways. 
and Means Committee. 

The Committee has called as its Executive 
Secretary, Rev. Harley H. Gill, pastor of 
the First Congregational church of Niles,. 
California. Although a young man, Mr. 
Gill has had wide experience in anti-alco- 
hol campaigns. He was formerly National 
Vice-President of the Inter-collegiate Pro- 
hibition Association and for two years one 
of its Traveling Secretaries. He was Cam- 
paign Manager for the Dry Colorado 
League in 1912, and Executive Secretary of 
the Prohibition Headquarters Committee of 
Northern California from 1914 to 1917. 

After an exhaustive survey of the entire 
army and navy field, and after a conference 
with the War Department, the International 
Committee of the Y. M. C. A., and repre- 
sentative leaders in many other associated 
activities, the committee has prepared a 
comprehensive program of temperance edu- 
cation, publicity, and entertainment for the 
training and mobilization camps. 

The carrying out of the specific features 
of the program = es hot the pak of the 
army and na a) and the secre- 
taries of the Y. M. é. A. 

Dr. George Fisher, of the War Work 
Committee of the Y. M. C. A., represents 
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that body in an advisory capacity on the 
United Committee. The committee also has 
the sanction and the support of the Com- 
mittee of the War Department on Recrea- 
tional Activities outside of the camps, of 
which Mr. Raymond Fosdick is chairman. 

Among the features of the temperance 
program are specially prepared stereopti- 
con slides covering every phase of the alco- 
hol question in its relation to the individual. 
These slides visualize the menace of liquor 
drinking, showing how it unfits a man for 
soldierly duties by breaking down his power 
to resist cold, disease, and wounds, and by 
slowing up his mental faculties. The most 
recent utterances of great generals and 
statesmen and the very latest findings of 
the war are reproduced with gripping force. 
Each of the new series contains reproduc- 
tions of a number of patriotic posters and 
cartoons. 

The committee will purchase a large num- 
ber of stereomotographs which automatical- 
ly show the slides and which can be set up 
in places where the men gather in large 
numbers. Several stereomotographs will be 
supplied to Y. M. C. A. secretaries who visit 
the smaller out-lying camps where perma- 
nent “huts” are not established. 

An entirely new set of patriotic temper- 
ance posters for bulletin boards is now near- 
ing completion, under direction of the Unit- 
ed Committee, and an edition of a million 
copies of a special Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Manual, which will be filled with general 
information of value to the men in uniform, 
is being printed. 

During the fall and winter inspirational 
and educational temperance lectures by men 
and women of national reputation will be 
arranged for the camps and mobilization 
centers. Such speakers as Governor J. 
Frank Hanly, Honorable Richard P. Hob- 
son, Dr. Daniel A. Poling, Charles Stelzle, 
Dr. Charles Scanlon, and Governor Carl E. 
Milliken of Augusta, Maine, have already 
been secured. : 

To assist in meeting the menacing condi- 
tions that our army will face in the rum 
and wine rations of Great Britain and 
France, an investigation is now being car- 
ried on and a commission may eventually be 
sent abroad. 


For the immediate expenses of the com- 
mittee, $10,000 has been called for. Organ- 
izations supporting the committee’s pro- 
gram are appealing directly to their local 
societies for funds to carry on this work, 
which they believe to be of exceptional moral 
and patriotic value. It is hoped that many 
individuals will give their financial assist- 
ance to the project. All contributions should

THE CHURCH AND THE WAR

Is not the present world-crisis a trumpet 
call to all Christians to a deeper experience 
of Jesus as Savior and Lord, and a chal- 
lenge to the church for a more definite ex- 
pression of this experience and a more vital 
witness to the resurrection power begotten 
in us by the Lord of glory? The best evi- 
dence of Christianity is a Christ-like Chris- 
tian, the most powerful apologetic for 
Christianity is a man in whom the apostolic 
mission and method and motive hold sway. 
It is a sad and serious thing that an unbe- 
lieving German philosopher should say con- 
cerning us, “I would have more confidence in 
the redemption of the redeemed if they were 
a little more like their Redeemer.” So, 
what Professor Drummond has said is true: 
“What the Church needs is not more of us 
but a better brand of us.” 

To this task of calling Christians to a 
deeper devotion to Jesus Christ, to a fuller 
appropriation of the power of an endless 
life, and to a joyous service for those for 
whom Christ died, the Interdenominational 
Association of Evangelists has set itself 


with new purpose and prayer and prospect. 
It believes in the place and power of Evan- 
gelism, it seeks to fulfil its duty in the pro- 
motion of it, and it now calls upon pastors 
to join in a new intercession for that anoint- 
ing of the Holy one which fits for special 
tasks, and for united petition that God will 
revive His work in the midst of the years, 
and that all shall be done under the guid- 
ance of the greatest power—the dynamic of 
the Holy Ghost. 

The war is making new and extraordi- 
nary demands upon us, but none more in- 
sistent than the need of a renewed, intense, 
and persistent Christian life; therefore, plan 
the program of your church and your com- 
munity so as to develop the highest type of 
Christian manhood and womanhood; include 
in that program an evangelistic campaign, 
and call upon us for suggestions as to men 
who can lead you in a revival of the old- 
time religion.
